Beach asks water improvements 



Most people hear about the water shortage and 
probably think little about it. But, it could 
become a reality in the Beach in the near future. 

The Virginia Beach City Council Monday, in an 
effort to avert a i^ter crisis in the Beach, 
decided to ask Norfolk to begin immediate 
improvements in its water system to assure 
Beach residents an adequate water supply. The 
decision came in a cla»ed briefing nession with 
the city fadpg a possftK* water sfeortage as so«i 
as nAf t suititner if iinpr(nreit)ehts are hot made. 

(The council also met in a secemd closed 
session for 20 minutes. The only topic for 
discussion listed on the prepared agenda was a 
legal matter.) 



Beach officials, even after a water contract 
with Norfolk was signed several montte ago, 
agreed to hold up improvements to see if the 
newly established Southeastern Water Authority 
(rf Virginia (SWAV) would agreed to allow Nor- 
folk to build a regional water system. 

But, other jurisdictions in the region, including 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suffolk. Nansemond, 
Fjrar^n. Isle- ef Wight and Southampt^ 
counties, have not been able to reach aiiy 
agreement on a regional water system. 

The Beach is faced with waiting for an 
agreement from the authority or meeting the 
short term water needs of its citizens. The 



council decided that, while they are still in full 
support of SWAV, their first commitment was to 
the citizens of Virginia Beach. 

Forcing Norfolk to go ahead with 
improvements, in accordance with the 20-year 
contract that was signed, may eliminate the 
possibility of the city builjiing the regional water 
system it had offered. But, Norfolk oKicials 
agree the only w«'S^ey couki furnish thc;Beach 
with an adequate water siljiply is to> begin 
improving the system immediately. Norfolk had 
imposed a six-month moratorium on all new 
water connections in the Beach until the contract 
was signed. 



S. J. "Joe" Smith, veteran 
state police trooper, held a 
slight margin for the office of 
Sheriff of Vii-ginia Beach as 27 
of 34 precincts reported their 
j votes Tuesday night. Mr. Smith 
,was leading at press time, with 
his nearest contender, former 
Chief Justice of the Peace Alvin 
L. "Sally " Rodgers, some 1,000 
votes behind. 

Also, at this time. Democratic 
incumbent City Treasurer V. 
Alfred "Jack " Etheridge held a 
3,000 vote lead over his 
challenger. Independent 
William H. "Bill" Phillips. 
These are unofficial returns. 

Incumbent Democratic 
Commissioner of Revenue Ivan 

D. Mapp and Democratic 
Common\yealth's Atty. Andre 
Evans were unopposed in their 
bids for re-election. 

Mr. Smith, 52, is making an 
independent bid to succeed John 

E. Marr, who had served as 
sheriff for 18 years in the for- 
mer Princess Anne county and 
the consolidated city of Virginia 
Beach. 

Mr. Rodgers, 42, campaigned 
as an Independent on the 
grounds of his familiarity with 
the jail's operation. His justice 
of the ,teace office was in the 
city jail building. 

Mr. Phillips challenged City 
Treasurer Etheridge's bid for 
re-election on the slogan "It's 
time for a change." He 
criticized Mr. Etheridge for 
allegedly using the City 
Treasurer's office for a

about what was to be done with some )3d0,000 ah-eady 
collected from the tax. 

The rental tax, established about two years ago, had 
been assessed on each landlord who owned two or more 
roital dwellings, categorizing them as "businessmen." 
The landlords were charged a |2S license fee plus one per 
cent of the gross income from the rental property if it 
exceeded $2,400. All persons owning only one rental 
dwelling were exempt from the tax, as were motel and 
mobile home park and boarding house owhra'S. 

The action to repeal the tax came after a Virginia 
Supreme Court ruling on a similar tax in Norfolk, which 
said that the city had no right to determine which land- 
lords were "businessmen" and which were not. 

BUT WHAT to do with the money already collected? 
Some $186,000 was collec|ed last year and about $138,000 
so far this year, according to Commissioner of the 
Revenue Ivan Mapp. 

"If the tax is unconstitutional, then the money should be 
returned to the people," Mr. Mapp said. 

A proUem arises as to whether the money should be 
returned to the landlord or the rmter, who in many cases 
actually paid the tax. 

"It's something that will have to be ctmsidered," said 
City Manager Roger Scott. "If returned, the money 
would, by necessity, have to be returned to the landlord, 
who it was collected from. But, it could Just be a big 
windfall for the landlord. He technically paid the tax, but 
realistically, the tax was paid by the rmter." 
__^ Any decision to return the tax money would have to 
come from the city council. If the city does return the 
money, the loss of revoiue will have to be made up from 
some other source, but officials decline at this time to say 
i^ere they will seek new functe.

Humanities took its final step 

Monday toward becoming an 

official city agency. 

A preliminary organizational 
session was held Monday night 
at Virginia Wesleyan College 
with James R. BergdoU, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Development Council, presiding 
over the meeting. 

Mr. Bergdoll will act as 
unofficial commission head 
until the commission elects its 
own chairman. 

The commission will convene 
its first formal session Nov. 19 
at 8p.m. at the college to elect a 
chairman, a vice<hairman and 
an executive committee. 

The preliminary meeting was 
held to acquaint newly- 
appointed at-large commission 
delegates with their duties. 
Also, representatives of various 
cultural groups in the city were 
invited to attend the meeting. 

THE OFFICIAL commission 
will be composed of 19 mem- 
bers. Eleven members were 
chosen by city council in July as 
• at-large delegates. In addition, 
each of eight local cultural 
groups will elect one 
representative as a commission 



member. Although there are 
currently eight cultural groups 
recognized by city council as 
prospective commission 
members, more cultural groups 
may be added later. 

It has been more than a year 
and a half since a committee 
recommended to city council 
that a Commission on the Arts 
and Humanities be formed. The 
commission was envisioned as 
an official advisory body to city 
council, whose main function 
would be to coordinate all 
requests for local funds Jnan^ 
cultural groups. 

Work on forming the com- 
mission lagged until an "em- 
barrassing situation" came up 
before council, as Mr. Bergdoll 
described the recent con- 
troversy over a council grant to 
the Virginia Beach CivioCallet 

On July 26, city council voted 
to appropriate $8,000 to the 
ballet group. Council had 
originally voted to appropriate 
the money, th«i reversed itself 
and voted to defer the funding 
until the arts commission could 
be formed. 

Representatives of t*o other 
dance groups opposed the 
funding of the Civic Ballet.

Va. Supreme Court 
may hear nudity law 



Attorney Peter G. Decker Jr., 
is scheduled to appear before 
^Ihree Virginia Supreme Court 
judges today in a test of the 
constitutionality of Virginia 
Beach's anti-nudity ordinance. 
Mr. Decker says Judges 
Lawrence W. 1 'Anson, George 
M. Cochran and Alex M. Har- 
man Jr., granted him a hearing 
to decide if the court should take 
up the question of the or- 
dinance's constitutionality. 

An affirmative decision by 
the three judge panel could 
result in issuance of an in- 
junction to stop enforcement of 
the ordinance until legal 
proceedings are completed.

Many persons will say— "yes, but there are 
still problems with the ordinance"— and that 
is true. But, let's face it— it's hard enough to 
get eleven persons to agree (hi one thing, much 
liess 225,000. 

Basically, the ordinance is a good one and 
the planning of how to zone a city into 
commercial, industrial and residential areas 
sets a pattern which determines exactly how 
pleasant it is to live in the Beach. While there 
are flaws in the document, few orditiances are 
perfect and that's the reason there is always 
smne sort of amending process. 

Even the council didn't deny that some 
changes would have to be made, and their 
decision to pass the ordinance should not be 
interpreted as ignoring the wishes of the 
community. Rather, it should be viewed, as 
was stated by Mayor Robert Cromwell, as 
"a platform upon which to build the future." 

It is better that the city have a working 
ordinance than remaining in a state of limbo 
between what the old ordinances say and what 
is proposed for the future.

Parents choose childrens' schools

WASHINGTON - Despite stiff 
resistance from educators and civil rights 
groups, tiie Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare (HEW) is testing 
a new method of school funding called 
educational vouchers. 

Educational vouchers allow parents and 
children to choose the elementary or 
secondary school the child will attend. 
Participants in Alum Rock, Calif., wl 
HEW is funding a $2.%'ra^ion prpgrajHf 
can choose any on^ of 43 "m;inl schdOlS" — 
subdivisions of the district's 13 public 
schools — lo attend. 

Supporters of the voucher system claim 
it will increase competition in the 
educational market. Then, not only would 
parents be able to choose the school which 
besi serves their child's needs, but also 
I hey would have a greater variety of 
schools to choose from. 

BUT EDUCATORS oppose educational 
vouchers. "They believe that they 
(vouchers) would enhance segregation 
with I he development of schools catering 
to special income levels, races and 
religions," Catharine Barrett, past 
president of the National Education Assn. 
(NEA), said. 

A 1971 National Assn. for^he Advan- 
cement of Colored People (NAACP) 
resolution said, "There is grq^^e reason to 
fear (hat greater racial, ethnic, and 
socioeconomic segregation will indeed 
result." / \ 

The voucher systenj is also opposed' 
among Virginia Beacn educators. The 
local school system has no plans to initiate 
a voucher system here. ^^^ 

"Orderly planning is nearly impossible 
on ihe voucher system," said Dr. James C. 
Mounie, director of research, planning and 
development for Ihe city schools. 

"I don 'I see how the voucher system 
could help us with Ihe tremendous plan- 
ning problems we have," Dr. Mounie 
continued. 

HE POINTED out that the school 
system, using the voucher system, could 
not plan far enough ahead to hire per- 
sonnel based on projected enrollment 
figures. 

"We could hire teachers for fall based on 
projections. They would be committed, 
then the students would not show up," he 
said. 

The voucher system could allow the use 
of a "smorgasbord" type of education, Dr. 
Mounie said.

These parks 
affect the Bayside, Kempsville, Lynn- 
haven and Great Nedc Road areas, 
and it is proposed lo purchase these 
lands through federal funding 
programs, which may or may not be

Rock is Ihe first United States community 
to test il. The idea that the government 
should give parents money for their 
children's education, instead of operating 
Ihe schools themselves, dates back to 
Adam Smith's "Wealth of Nations." 

Some New England school districts, 
rather than building new schools, have 
given students money for school tuition in 
other districts, Denis Doyle, head of 
HEW's school voucher program said. 

FURTHER, the GI Bill, which pays for a 
veteran's education at the school of his 
choice, involves ihe basic educational 
vouchar concept, he said. 

In 1962 economist Milton Freidman 
modernized the voucher concept, and in 
1969 Christopher Jencks, associate 
professor of education at Harvard, was 
givep a government grant to study 
vouchers. 

The growing interest in-^edij^tional 
vouchers came from three diverseVvas, 
according to Mrs. Jean Flanij 
manager of school finance at NEA. Tfil 
first was the realization that financially 
faltering private and parochial schools 
should be helped. Second, poor people 
should have some choice about which 
schools iheir children attend. Finally, 
some experts felt that schools could 
become more effective if ihey adopted 
certain industrial methods — specifically, 
by becoming competitive. 

The Alum Rock experiment began last 
year, and many of Ihe educators' fears 
have nol materialized. Its schools were 
well integrated with the area's 50 per cent 
Chicano and 10 per ceni black population 
before the program began, and they still 
are. NEA said, "Alum Rock parents, 
students, and teachers are pleased, by and 
large, with the voucher plan and see im- 
provement in Iheir schools since it was 
instil uled." 

'* 

WORRIES THAT parents would be 
unable or unwilling lo choose among 
different programs for different children 
have not been confirmed. Of parents with 



two or more participating children, more 
than 40 per cent selected different 
programs for their children. 

Half the parents spent the vouchers on 
schools offering th^ir children a 
traditional curriculum. Others chose 
schools emphasizing fine arts, science, or 
bilingual education. 

HEW guidelines helped avert the dire 
predictions. All Alum Rock schools are 
open to all applicants, and schools must 
accept minority applicants in the same 
proportion in which they apply. Each 
school publishes information about its 
programs and teachers, and no school may 
charge more than the value of the voucher. 

HEW also gave Alum Rock poverty 
students an additional $275 "compensatory 
voucher." The extra money is designed to 
encourage schools lo develop special 
programs for poor pupils while allowing 
(he schools lo use the entire $895 for 
traditional and innovative studies. 

THE BASIC vouchersjcame from money 
atready;3iet .a^ide for. education. The $2.3 
million HEw grant was to pay for sup- 
plemental costs. All state, local, and 
federal money earmarked for the district's 
schools was divided by the number of 
students. Then the parents of each school 
child received a voucher representing the 
money sel aside for that child. 

Although Ihe Alum Rock program ap- 
pears lo be working, HEW's efforts to test 
Ihe plan in other states face opposition. 
NEA calls vouchers a "totally coun- 
lerproductive scheme." 

A 1971 poll conducted by the NEA in- 
dicated that 20.8 per cent of the nation's 
teachers favored a voucher system while 
71 per cent opposed one. Approximately 
2,000 rancfemly selected elementary and 
secondary school leachers across Ihe 
country received the written NEA poll. 
Nearly 90 per cent responded. 

HEW plans to test an educational 
voucher plan in New Hampshire which will 
include private and parochial schools. It is 
also looking for three lo five other areas 
for testing across the country. 
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depletion of any large land areas. 
When Ihe citizens look at the large 
number of apartmset and townhouse 
complexes continually being built all 
around them, they must realize 
something must be done to insure that 
Iheir children and grandchildren will 
have large park and open space areas 
lo use in years lo come.

While I realize thai this request may 
be classed as unusuiH, may I state that I 
feel as a taxpayer, it is legitimate in 
that referring to the city council action 
of April 9, 1973, one of the main ob- 
jections of the citizens of this area was 
that their property values would be 
depreciated. In complete disregard of 
this, the denial by the planning com- 
inission, Ihe disapproval by the plan- 
ning committee, the use plan recom- 
mended by the CZO (an admiUed 
$65,000 of consulting fees), the

Automatic scrub 
at the car wash 

Owning a car is a hassle in itself, but a necessity. 
Keeping that vehicle clean is always a hassle but 
not always a necessity. 

But when the neighborhood children begin 
drawing obscene pictures in the dirt on the|^ and 
writing things like "wash me" on the hood, you 
know it's time to do something drastic. 

So you haul out the garden hose and the plastic 
bucket and the sponge and the detergent and the 
chamois and start washing. All this, of cmirse, is 
contingenet upon owning a garden hose, plastic 
bucket, sponge, detergent and chamois. 

Plus you must live where there is an outside 
faucet (many apartment complexes don't have 
them) and a convenient driveway. 

IF YOU decide to forego the do-it-yourself J<*, 
there are certain alternatives. You could take the 
car to a filling station and let the service station 
employees instead of you haul out the various 
equipment and get wet. For a fee, of course. 

Or you can take it to a self-service wash place 
where, for 25 cents, you can get just enough soapy 
water to clean half the car. Then it's another 25 
cents for the, other half. Then another Quarter to 
rinse half of it. Then another quarter to rinse the 
other half. 

Tliose "Car wash— 25 cents" signs are orime 
examples of false advertising. They should be in- 
vestigated by the Federal Trade Commission. 

So, OK. You give up in disgust and decide not to 
wash it yourself at home, not to let the service 
station wash it and not to use the "Car wash— 25 
cents" rip-off. 

ONE ALTERNATIVE is the automatic brush 
wash, where giant brushes glide around the car, 
scrubbing away. Have you ever actually used one of 
those places? Has your car actually come out 
clean? Mine hasn't. 

Or how about the automatic car washes run by 
filling stations where the pubescent teenagers 
attack your car at the end of the line, rubbing and 
scrubbing and spraying and drying. They're true 
poetry in motion. Not a wasted movement. 

Well, it's certainly interesting to watch as Uie car 
glides through on the conveyor track and lights 
blink and signs flash on, "Hot wax being applied," 
or "Spray wax being applied."

"We simply have more 
students in need than we have 
funds available. We need more, , 
scholarships." 

Barbara Hall, student aid 
officer at the Virginia Beach 
campus of Tidewater Com- 
munity College (TCC), is 
worried about the lack of 
financial aid available to 
students at the college. 

Out of 2^900 students enrolled 
for the fall quarter, only 17 are 
on some type of scholarship. 

Although it is relatively 
inexpensive to attend the 
college (approximately $75 per 
quarter for tuition and books), 
the cost is still prohibitive to 
many. 

IF A STUDENT attended the 
school on a regular academic 
year of three quarters, the cost 
would be around $37S per year, 
for Virginia residents. 

Many *students, and their 
parents, simply cannot afford 
that .affiouw each year. .^ 

various local civic and char- 
itable organizations fund scho- 
larships for students at TCC. 
Some of these are the Kemp- 
sville Lions Oub, the Aragona 
Community Recreation Center 
and the local chapter of the 
American Business Womens 
Assn. 

Brenda Crouch. Mary 
Snowden and Jenny McMahon 
are three local students 
currently attending the Beach 
campus on full scholarship. 

Brenda and Mary are 
attending with financial help 
from the Kempsville Lions Club 
and Jenny's scholarship is 
funded by the Aragona 
Community Recreation Center. 
■ BRENDA, who went to 
Kempsville High School and is 
studying lo be a marine 
biologist, is a soi*omore at 
TCC. Last year she received a 
full scholarship from the 
KemiKville Lions and this year 
she U receiving aid both from 
the state and the Lions. 

Brendas paroits, Mr and 
Mrs. Wilton A. Crouch, were 
"very pleased" when she 
received her sclwlarship last 
year. Brenda said.

She plans to 
coach hockey and basketball 
when she receives her degree. 

Jenny said she "didn't expect 
one at all" when she was 
notified by the Aragona Com- 
munity Recreation Crater that 
she had been clwsen to receive a 
scholarship. 

She is majoring in hotel-motel 
institutional management at 
TCC and plans to go to work full- 
time in the hotel business when 
she graduates.

"^E' ARE interested in 
financial need here," Mr. 
Bridges said. "It's no longer 
tnie that you must be brilliant 
to be a scholarship recipient." 

Kenneth C. Moore, past 
president of the Kempsville 
Lions Club, said that the club 
plans to continue to offer 
scholarships to students. 

Mr. Moore said that the club's 
various fund-raising projects, 
such as selling Christmas trees 
and products made by the blind, 
contribute to the Lions Gub 
scholarship fund. 

The Aragona Community 
Recreation Center raises 
money for its scholar^ip fund 
with its weekly bingo games. 

"I would like to stress that it's 



the people in the community 
who support us who make the 
scholarships possible," Mr. 
Moore said. "Without their 
support, we couldn't do it at all. 

Barbara Hall exphasized that 
more scholarships are needed 
at TCC. She said that the 
school's faculty has even 
started a loan fund to provide 
loans to students at no interest 

Both Ms. Hall and Mr. 
Bridges said that they would 
like lo see more local clubs start 
scholarship funds for students.

Army had a dream backfldd 
once. "Doc" Blanchard would 
batter the middle of en«ny lines 
while Glenn Davis would skirt 
their flanks.

In th«e days of the nostalgia 
craze, Bayside's football team 
has started a revival of its own.

"Everybody's got to do thrir 
part," commented Leandis. The 
pair of running backs have done 
their part so well that Bayside 
currently ranks number one in 
total offense in the Eastern 
District. The Marlin running 
attack has churned out an 
average of 236 yards a game 
after nine outings. 

COACH BOB HiCKS main- 
tains that "there are two no 
better running backs in the 
district — maybe even in this 
half of the state." Coles, "Mr. 
Outside," has scampered for 
1,004 yards and scored 14 touch- 
downs. The speedy tailback is 
the Eastern District's leading 
rusher. When a team con- 
centrates too much on Coles' 
flanking movements, "Mr.

Pianist Nojima makes magic music 
in first of season's recital series 



The stage of Lake Taylor High School 
was transformed into an international 
concert hall Sunday by sheer magic of the 
piano virtuoso, Minoru Nojima. 

Mr. Nojima's program included 
"Partita No. 6 in E Minor" (J.S. Bach), 
"Sonata No. 28 in A Major, Opus 101" 
(Beethoven), and "Sonata in B Minor" 
(Franz Liszt). After numerous curtain 
calls and a standing ovation, he concluded 
with "La Campanella" (Liszt) as an en- 
core. 

To the delight of the audience, Mr. 
Nojima established his technical 
proficiency from the very moment he 
began to play. His approach to the concert 
was intellectual. Yet, he played the Fiszt 
works with all of the passion of the 
Romantic period and his own special 
devotion. He completely mastered the 
wide range of dynamics without faltering 
in the exquisite, proper placement of his 
hands.

The piano ricital by Minoru 
Nojima was the first in the 1973-74 
Recital Series presented by the 
Virginia Beach Friends of Music in 
association with S. Hurok 
Concerts, Inc. The next recital will 
feature violinist Joseph Fuchs. The 
concert is scheduled for 3 p.m. on 
Dec. 9 at the Lake Taylor High 
School Auditorium, 1384 
Kemps\AHe Road. Admission is $4 
for adults and $2 for students. 



The selections proved the dual ver- 
satility of Mr. Nojima and his instrument 
in producing a range of sound from the 
faintest pianissimo to the loudest for- 
tissimo. His whirlwind arpeggios, varied 
rhythms, sharp accents, melodic 
sustained notes and fast scale passages 
completely captivated the audience. 

It is no surprise that Mr. Nojima is so 



talented. He began studying the piano at 
the age of 3, and has won numerous Japan 
piano competitions. In 1966, he received a 
scholarship which enabled him to study at 
the Moscow Conservatory for two years. In 
1973, he won the Fuller Foundation Prize 
at the Third Van Clibum International 
Piano Ck)mpetition. 

One note of interest — before the time of 
Liszt, a pianist sat on a low seat with his 
forearm making a level line with the 
knuckle of the second finger joint. Liszt 
found that using a high seat and a sloping 
forearm enabled him to range up and down 
the keyboard with ease and speed. Mr. 
Nojima was supplied with a Steinway 
Concert Grand. Unfortunately, the ^iano 
bench could not be adjusted. How did Mr. 
Nojima achieve the proper elevation? He 
sat on a CAP telephone directory! 

If Mr. Jojima's performance is any 
indication, the Virginia Beach Friends of 
Music have a fine series planned.

Police arrest 
two numbers 
game suspects 

Two men were charged with 
running a numbers racket 
Friday afternoon when police 
confiscated gambling material 
at two Virginia Beach locations. 

Officials said they arrested 
Boyse Atkinson, Cypress 
Avenue, when numbers slips, 
and $47 cash, were discovered 
at Julia's Nook. Investigators 
said Charles J. Hall, 20th Street, 
was arrested at an adjoining 
shoe shine parlor with the 
discovery there of numbers 
slips and $100 in cash. 

Disposition of the charges is 
pending court proceedings. 
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leaches 
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grounds" for such authority. He 
said the federal interest derives 
in part from the fact that many 
tourists come to beaches from 
out of state, thereby con- 
stituting interstate commerce. 

^f^lVHILE THE Justice 
Department opposes the bill on 
legal grounds, the Commerce 
and Interior Departments 
oppose it as a matter of policy. 
Spokesmen for the two 
departments argued before the 
subcommittee that beach ac- 
cess is already provided for 
under the Coastal Zone, 
Management Act of 1972. The 
act requires that a state, in 
order to qualify for .federal 
funds, must develop plans for 
the management of beach areas 
that are acceptable to the 
Secretary of Commerce. One 
condition for approval, said 
Robert W. Knecht of the 
Commerce Department, will be 
"adequate provision for public 
access to the beaches." 

However, an aide to Rep. 
Eckhardt who helped draw up 
the beach bill disagreed with 
the Commerce position. 
"There's no requirement (in the 
existing act) that one of the 
conditions has to be assuring 
public access to the beaches. A 
state could ^et federal money 
without guaranteeing public 
access." 

Spokesmen for en- 
vironmentalist groups at the 
hearings expressed guarded 
approval of the bill. Though the 
Sierra Gub and the National 
Wildlife Federation testified in 
favor of beach access, they 
expressed fundamental concern 
that the bill may provide too 
much access-that unrestricted 
access to ecologically delicate 
beaches would result in serious 
damage to the environment. In 
response, the Eckhardt aide 
pointed out that the bill does 
"nothing to interfere with a 
state's right to regulate the 
beaches." But Rep. Eckhardt 
agreed with witnesses at the 
hearings that certain aspects of 
the bill 'could use tightening 
up" to mert the objections of 
environmentalists. 

SECOND DISTRICT 

Congressman, G. William 
Whitehurst (R-Va.) has not 
taken a position on the 
Eckhardt bill, an aide said Oct. 
29, because the bill is still in its 
earliest stages. "We'll reserve 
final judgement until the bill 
has been reported by the 
committee and we see how the 
bill looks in its final form," the 
aide said. "Our initial reaction 



is that it's something better 
handled by the states than the 
federal government, since local 
conditions vary so much from 
state to state." 

First District Congressman 
Thomas Downing (D-Va.) was 
the sponsor of the Coastal Zone 
Management Act. ^ spoKesman 
for Rep. Downing said he had 
declined to cosponsor the 
Eckhardt Bill (Rep. Eckhardt 
lined up 21 other sponsors), but 
she said Rep. Downing is not 
necessarily opposed to the bill. 
"But I think he'd be inclined to 
support state control over ^uch 
matters," she said. 

With less than two months left 
in this legislative session, the 
bill's chances for final passage 
this year are minimal. It must 
first be approved by the sub- 
committee, the House Merchant 
Marines and Commercial 
Fisheries Committee, and the 
full House. If it makes it that 
far, it must go through a similar 
process in the Senate, then be 
cleared jointly by both cham- 
bers, and finally it must be 
approved by President Nixon. 

A subcommittee staff 
member predicted after the 
hearings that the bill will have 
to be softened considerably to 
withstand the criticisms of both 
the Nixon administration and 
private land owners.

"Some people don't really know what to 
think of me.. .I've had trouble getting a job 
because of people knowing what I did. Now 
there's a wall between me and some of my 
friends." 

Most of us would normally think these 
remarks would be made by someone who is 
being rejected because of the public 
knowing that person has committed a 
hideous act against society, but in this case 
it is just the opposite. They come from a 
young woman who volunteered her efforts 
to combat one of the major problems facing 
Virginia Beach— the trafficking of 
narcotics and drugs. 

Miss Mary D. Gates used these words in 
describing some of the attitudes of other 
people towards her when they learn she 
worked undercover for the police during 
June. July and August within the drug 
culture in the city. Her work directly 
resulted in 32 people being indicted for 44 
violations of drug control laws. 



MISS GATES. 22, managed to complete 
her education at Old Dominion University 
while seeking (Nit drug pushers. §he 
received her B.S. Degree in psy- 
chology while still undercover. 

During her undercover activities, her 
mother was the only member o! her family 
or group of friends who had any knowledge 
of what she was doing. When asked how her 
family reacted when they learned what she 
had done, she replied, "When I first came 
out from undercover they were afraid^ 
something would happen to me and felt I / 
was stupid. Now some of them joke about ' 
some of the pec^le on the street wanting my 
skin because of what I did." 

What has been the reaction of her 
neighbors towards her since her activities 
became public? "Now my long time 
neighbors avoid me," she said, "and I think 
it's fear." Miss Gates said she feels her 
neighbors believe people she dealt with 
during her undercover work may attempt 
to come after her and they may in some 
way be harmed. 



KNOWLEDGE OF what she has done has 
also affected relatitms within the circle of 
people she felt were her friends. "Now 
there's a wall between me and my friends," 
Miss Gates said. 

"They consider me someone in another 
world and don't want to associate with me. 
These are people ulio never really knew 
me. They were only casual friends. Some 
people don't really know what to think of 
me. I'm finding out who my real friends 
are. People who really know me, know the 
true Mary Gates, are proud of me." 

Police requested that no photo of Miss 
Gates, or her addr^s, be used in the telling 
of her story to protect her against undue 
harassment as a result of her work against 
drug trafficking. 

"My main problem right now is trying to 
get a job," she continued, "I've had trouble 
getting a job because of people knowing 
what I did." Miss Gates says she was 
refused a job in rehabilitating young people 
because they might think she was a "narc" 
(narcotics police investigator) and, 
therefore, be ioeffecUve. 



SHE SAYS TOE amount (rf time she has 
to spend in court as a witness in drug trials 
is also hindering her gettii^ a j(A. She 
added she has an offer of a part-time jaif 
but is afraid it will be withdrawn when 
upper management finds out what she has 
done. She summed up her feelings about 
this situation by saying, "I think it's pretty 
ridiculous not to be able to get a j<^ 
because of what I've done." She said her 
parents don't understand why peofie 
refuse to give her a job. 

Miss Gates says her father also doesn't 
understand why she isn't paid for the time 
she is required to spend in court, or at least 
be reimbursed for the expense (^ the 30- 
mile trip she must make from home each 
time she is required to appear in codl^ 

She dispels any concern ab<nat her own 
safety by saying, "I don't have any fears 
for myself. Frankly, I don't think anyone 
will retaliate, mainly because the people I 
associated with in drugs were sb-eet 
dealers. I feel they would not want to get 
into any more trouble than they already 
are." 



AS TO WHETHER she ever had any fear 
whfle woikii* undercover Miss Gat» aatd, 
"I wasn't scared. On tms occariw, tfaou^, 
I met a boy I'd gw» to school witti ImAe 
ei^th grade, and whUe we were visiting in 
his house trailer, the poUce raided it. I was 
afraid th^'d give me away." 

Despite the difficulties presenUy facing 
her. Miss Gates is willing to cope with the 
situation until legal proceed!^ for those 
chained during her undercover wwk are 
complete. She says, "I feel like it's my 
obligation to finish what I started, but I do 
have some regrets since I can't get a j(*> 
Uiat will allow me to use my e<hication." 

She summarizes her feelings about the 
work she did, and the treatment she Is 
receiving now from public reaction, by 
saying, "Maybe some day what I did will 
pay off, and maybe it will help somewie 
stay off drugs or never get tied up with 

drugs at all."

There are perhaps many persons who are 
unaware the U.S. Coast Guard is operating the 
former Cape Henry Lighthouse situated at the 
northeast comer of Fort Story. Many persons know 
the lighthouse has been in operation for almost 100 
years providing navigational assistance to 
mariners at sea, but few realize these services have 
been the responsibility of the Coast Guard for 35 
years. 

BMl. Larry D. Brinn, officer in charge of the 
station, says, "This is one of the best jobs in the 
Coast Guard. Everybody wants in. We're all one 
family," 

Mr. Brinn is assisted in operation of the station by 
ENB. B.E. Roseman, BM3. E.T. Albright, FN. D.L. 
Hoops and BM3. J.D. Papas. Each of the men is 
married and resides in separate homes or apart- 
ments provided for their families on the station 
grounds. 

To illustrate the important role the station plays 
in tiie lives of the families Mr. Brinn cites the birth 
of a baby girl on the station last J>ecember. "As far 
as we can determine," Brinn said, "that little girl 
was the first baby to be christened inside the 
lighthouse. She was christened with water that 
came from Alaska." 

The station mascot is a Labrador retriever 
named "Blacky," who according to the men, shares 
in "watching the station." They say Blacky will not 
leave the boundaries of the station, even though 
fences are not present, and that he will not allow 
anyone to enter the station property until they are 
escorted on by one of the crewmen. 

Over the years stories have been told of how the 
lighthouse and station buildings are filled with 
ghosts, which roam at their will creating noises. 
Mr. Brinn laughingly disputes their presence by 
saying what people describe as "ghosts" are 
nothing more than the sounds of the wind rusUing 
through the station! He says, "I'm the only ghost of 
the station, because the men on watch never know 
when I'm going to show up." He pointed to 
numerous occasions when the men on watch have 
been startled by his unexpected appearance as he 
visited them to see if they needed any assistance. 

The men say all of the families are very satisfied 
with their lives at the stations. They join together in 
group picnics and dinners, stage special parties for 
events such as birthdays and anniversaries, and 
assist each other in many ways. 

The only regret Mr. Brinn mentioned while 
talking about the light station is not permitting 
visitors to tour the lighthouse or other .buildings. 
Tours are prohibited to protect the highly sensitive 
electronic gear used in operation of the station from 
being accidentally damaged. 

Another little known fact about the lighthouse is 
that it is situated on Coast Guard property. The 
Coast Guard assumed operation of the lighthouse in 
1939 when the U.S. Lighthouse Service became a 
part of the U.S. Coast Guard. 

The lighthouse is a replacement for the 
previous Cape Henry Lighthouse on Dec. 15, 1881. 
The first lighthouse was constructed in 1792.

1 5 Cents 
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Federal gift may provide stronger beach

WASHINGTON - The beaches of 
Virginia Beach may get a |%4,000 Thanks- 
giving gift in the form of authorized funds 
for erosion control. 

The 1973 Water Resources Development 
Act, which includes the au^orization, must 
be reported out by the Sertfte Public Works 
Committee before it resides the Senate 
floor for a vote. Reporting may come this 
month, a committee spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the project, now 
being considered by a public works 
subcommittee, has no opposition and is 



expected to reach the floor without change. 

The $954,000 is for advance engineering 
and design work on tte erosion control 
project. The advance work would probably 
be comfdeted one or two years after it 
begins. Construction funds would then be 
sought from Congress in another 
authorization. 

AFTER A program is authorized, it must 
undergo another congressional vote for 
actual appropriation of the funds. 

The project would involve placement of 
sand along six miles of shore between 
Rudee Inlet and 89th Street. In this area a 
100-foot-wide beach would be built to an 



elevation of 10 feet above sea level, with 
strengthening by stone and concrete walls. 
Existing sand dunes \^ould be raised. 

According to the report of the House 
committee that studied the bill before it 
was sent to the Senate Public Works 
Committee,- there, are three possible 
adverse environmental effects of the 
project. 

One effect would be altered appearance 
of the inshore areas from which sand for 
the project would be extracted. Initial 
construction will require 2.5 million cubic 
yards of sand, and 133,000 cubic yards will 
be needed annually for maintenance in

addition to 163,000 cubic yards that are 
annually removed near Rudee Inlet for an 
existing federal erosion control project. 

POSSIRLK SOURCES for the needed 

sand, according to the committee report, 
are inshore of Back Bay, the Chesapeake 
Bay bottoms off the Lynnhaven River, and 
the ocean bottom. 

Crabs and finfish in the Lynnhaven Inlet 
area might be temporarily affected by 
dredging, the report said, though attempts 
would be made to use timing and methods 
that would minimize the damage. 

A third possible adverse effect of the 



project would be that crops could not be 
grown in any sand removal site. 

The final adverse effect listed by the 
committee would be obstruction of an 
ocean view for residents along the dune 
area that would be elevated. 

Stone and concrete walls would be made 
visually pleasing, the committee pledged. 

The project is aimed at protecting 
Virginia Beach from heavy storm damage 
such as the $8.8 million losses that occurred 
during a severe northeast storm in March, 
1962. 

Local interests in Virginia Beach are 
expected to contribute half of the 
construction cost for the project. The 
contribution is estimated to be $l,764,t)00. 



Speculation continues to soar 
over who will fill the Virginia 
Beach City Council seat to t>e 
vacated by Kemps villa Borough 
Councilman Donald Rhodes, 
who was elected to the Virginia 
House of Delegates last week. 

Although most city coun- 
cilmen were still unwilling to 
commit themselves in support 
of any one prospect for the 
position at Monday's council 
session. Councilman Robert 
Callis says he feels the decision 
may come next week. 

"We've talked it over some," 
Mr. Callis said. "But, no one 
person has really been named, 
though several people have 
been suggested." 

AMONG OTHERS, Mr. Callis 
indicated that persons under 
consideration included School 
Board Chairman Robert 
Deford, Ed Kaiser, a local 
businessman; R. Dean Lee, an 
accountant and planning 
commissioner member; and, 
Garland Isdell, a repair con- 
tractor and a member of the 
board of zoning appeals. 

Mr. Deford, who other news 
articles have reported as the 



likely contender for the seat,^ speculation. 



earlier indicated that he would 
not be interested in filling the 
position. He has not as yet said 
that he would accept the seat if 
selected. 

A quick poll of the council 
Monday showed that Mr. 
Deford did not necessarily have 
the six votes it would take to win 
the seat. (There are eleven 
councilmen and Mr. Rhodes will 
not be voting on his successor.) 

CECILY MACDONALD, who 

ran against Mr. Rhodes for the 
Kempsville seat, has been on a 
campaign for the vacancy. 
According to Mrs. MacDonald, 
the councilmen have received 
numerous letters and phone 
calls supporting her as Mr. 
Rhodes replacement. 

Although Mr. Rhodes has 
stated he would step down 
sometime between now and the 
time he lakes the oath of office 
in the House in January, he says 
his resignation will not come 
until the council names his 
successor. Despite the fact most 
councilmen are verbally un- 
committed, all seem to favor 
making the decision as soon as 
possible, putting an end to the

One of the most unusual 
awards ever offered in Virginia 
Beach has been established by 
the Virginia Beach Safety 
Council.

DEVKLOPKR LEE COHEN 

has approached golf course 
owner Edward Carcia with 
the idea of building 
medium-rise condominium 
units to be used as a retirement 
village on about 25-30 acres of 
Ihe land parcel. The developer 
would redesign the 17th and 18th 
holes in order to build the 
condominiums, and the rest of 
land would remain a golf 
course. 

The city has been negotiating 
to buy the property for several 
months now, and the council 
was to decide Monday what 
I heir next step would be. The 
owner, having rejected the 
council's $1,035,000 offer, had 
requested the city consider 
obtaining a third and possible 
fourth appraisal of the land. Mr. 
(Garcia has ask $1.5 million for 
the course, but would agree to 
lake Ihe average of the ap- 
praisals if the purchase met 
with voter approval in a special 
referendum . 



MEMBERS OK the Princess

He feels, "If the city buys Bow 
Creek, they will make money on 
it - enough to pay the interest on 
the bonds and there would be no 
tax increase." 

While the retirement village 
proposal has possibilities since 
it would add no more children to 
the area, Mr. Smith questions 
exactly how many units the 
developer could profitably 
build, what he plans to do with 
the club house and swimming 
pool already en Ihe land, and if 
the course would be open to the 
public, open on a private 
membership basis, or strictly 
for use of the condominium 
residents.

(With Mr. Callis being an active democratic oartv 
member and it being the day before the big election, 
he had most likely been wound up in last minute 
campaign details.) 

Following a short pause and numerous chuckles, 
Councilman Dr. Clarence Holland the ultimate- 
comiromiser, turned to Mr. Callis and joki 
added, "Maybe you ought to only smcke itiiSf Sva 
then." -3* 

During the same conversations with Dr. Wise, 

Councilman John Baum took an unintentional jab at 
Charlie Gardener's controversial anti-smut 
ordinance. 

Councilman Baum, approaching the pollution 
problem from the practical eml— the nose— asked 
what the commission was doing about bad odors, or 
if that actually rated as a form oi pollution. Dr.

And, if that's the view others take, they are 
probaUy right— at least according to Vice-mayor 
Reid Ervin. 

Altfaoi^h Mr. Ervin admits that some of the 
appointments have been "good," he says most of 
those cm the boards and commissions are either 
"supporters of past campaigns or friends of counciL 
members," 

In an effort to get some input from mitside the 
council into the nominating process. Mr. Ervin has 
asked that Uw city clerk keep prepared nomination 
f«^5 for those persons interested in servmg on a 
city b<»rd or commission. A citizen may b^ 
ncHninated by a friend w may nominate himself. 

Mr. Ervin ad(k he isn't sure thatthecouncil will 
even look at the fcrms when considering prospects 
for boprd positions, but he feels it is a fair way to deal 
with interested citi^ns. 

Maybe the idea will catch m-andeven if not all 
the council members agree on the form method— it's 
a st^ in flie ri^t direction.

Curing alcoholism 



Something old^ new^ borrowed^ blue

WASHINGTON - "Something old, 
something new, something borrowed, 
something blue" isn't just what a bride 
shoiilc) wear any more. Now it's also a 
description of methods some doctors 
use to treat a portion of America's nine 
million alcoholics. 

Doctors at a recent conference 'U 
Washington, DiC, sponsored by the 
American Medical Assn. (AMA), heard 
a wideMfiety of alcoholism treatment 
prograj^described."' 

"The "something old" treatment for 
aldoholism — more than 3,000 years old 
— is acupuncture. 

ACUPUNCTURE HAS been used for 
everything from treating asthma to 
curing sexual impotency. Now it is 
being tested on drug' addicts and 
alcoholics. 

"Initial studies in China as well as 
|)reliminary results of work done in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles appear 
to offer real promise," Dr. Donald L. 
Damstra said at the AMA conference. 
Dr. Damstra, director of the 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse Program 
at St. Luke's Hospital, Phoenix, warns 
that; much acupuncture research still 
remains to be done. 

Acupuncture could aid alcoholics, 
according to Dr. Frederick D. Lewis of 
Washington D.C.'s Acupuncture Clinic 
of America. 

"If we accept alcoholism as a 
disease, which is the current medical 
attitude, we could treat it as we do any 
other disease. And alcoholism is a form 
of addiction; we've cured five of six 
heroin and methadone addicts we've 
treated. We could do the same for 
alcoholics," Dr. Lewis said. 

IF ACUPUNCTURE is "something 



old," then biofeedback — the study of 
brainwaves — is "something new." 

The human brain produces several 
types of electrical impulses, or waves, 
on different frequencies, like radio 
stations. A biofeedback machine can be 
tuned to receive them. Each received 
wave produces a "beep" from the 
machine. 

The most common waves are named 
"alpha" and "theta." Theta waves are 
produced during active periods, while 
alpha waves are generated when a 
person is relaxed. By listening to his 
alpha wave biofeedback, a person can 
learn how to generate more alpha 
waves, and so become more relaxed. 

"The use of biofeedback mechanisms 
makes the alcoholic responsible for his 
internal state and demonstrates to him 
that he can indeed control it in some 
positive manner. This experioice in a 
, patient who often feels he has no control 
of anything may offer a v^ry real, 
positive therapeutic, effect in over all 
treatment," Dr. Lametra said. 

ANOTHER POSSIBLE treatment for 
alcoholism is "something borrowed." 
Transcendental meditation (TM) has 
been borrowed from India by research- 
es who hope that it may relieve the 
pressures which force alcoholics to 
drink. 

TM is an effortless mental process 
which helps the mind and body relax, 
Ian Brown, director of resource 
development for the Maharishi 
International University, said. It was 
introduced into the United States 14 
years ago by Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. 

TM can be taught to anyone, Mr. 
Brown said. Over 80,000 Americans 
practice TM, usually for lS-20 minutes 
twice a day. The person sits com- 
fortably upright, closes his eyes and 
repeats a meaningless word — a 
jnantra_^Jo_begiiMneditation^__^^ 



"In a number of retrospective 
studies, people who meditate reduced 
their consumption of alcohol and 
drugs," Dr. Edward Taub, chief of the 
Behavioral Biological Center at the 
Institute of Behavioral Research, said. 

Another alcoholism treatment 
technique is "something blue." 
Actually, the procedure is to make the 
potential patient feel blue, or 
depressed. 

"The most effective method of get- 
ting a person into a treatment program 
is not through his alcoholism per se, but 
through his work performance. Most 
individuals are extremely sensitive 
concerning their drinking behavior and 
become defensive when querried 
concerning the frequency or quantity or 
their alcohol consumption," Maj. Gen. 
Frank B. Clay, deputy assistant 
secretary of defense, said. 

THERE ARE no available statistics 
on the number of alcoholics in the arm- 
ed forces, but the military has 
become increasingly aware that 
alcoholism is not confined to the 
civilian population. 

"The use of alcoholic beverages 
always has been condoned and in many 
cases encouraged in military circles," 
Gen., .Clay said. "To overcome this 
outmoded attitude, we are asking large 
numbers in the military establishment 
to undergo the painful process of totally 
re-orienting their thinking." 

Military movie fans may feel 
especially blue. 

"We are asking the opinion makers 
and opinion leaders to abandon the 
military tradition — the image — of the 
hard drinking, two-fisted he-man — 
John Wayne, if you will. We are asking 
thai he be replaced by a new hero 
whose only excess is iahis advocacy of 
moderation and self-discipline," Gen. 
Clay said.

Probable answer 
to tape question 

They're telling us now that three of them are 
missing— the tapes, that is. Just like they told us the 
White House was not involved in the Watergate 
break-in (now inoperative). And, just like Biey 
denied any connection witli the break -in of Daniel 
EUsberg'S psychiatrist's office (now inoperative). 
And, just like they said a former attorney general 
did not illegally solicit campaign contributions 
(also inoperative). And, so forth— you get the idea. 

They may not be lying to us now, but what's 
'worse, they're making us lie to ourselves. We 
continue to remind each other that we must keep 
faith in our highest officials. The nation is in the 
process of convincing itself that our government 
cannot withstand the pressures and discord of 
impeachment. To do any less than believe them 
would be heresy, wouldn't it? 

So how do you sort out the operative from the 
inoperative, the truth from the lies and the sworn 
testimony from the pur jury? 

THERE MAY be a lesson applicable to all this in 
Louis Nizer's book, "My Life in Court." In it, the 
famous courtroom lawyer recounts how he 
investigated and won his celebrated cases. Mr. 
Nizer relied on what he called "the rule of 
probability" in examining testimony and 
statements of witnesses. Stated simply., "the rule 
of probability" says, when studying conflicting 
testimony, focus on what appears to be the most 
unlikely circumstances. In most cases, what seems 
to be a mystery can be solved by investigating the 
most coincidental aspects of t'le situation— for it is 
in these coincidences that fact often can be 
separated from fiction. In other words, the 
imi»>obable is most likely a lie. 

Let's take the case of the missing tapes, for 
example. The first tape involved a four-minute 
telephone conservation between the President and 
then campaign director John Mitchell on June 2, 
1972— three days after five men were arrested 
inside Democratic headquarters. It is beUeved to be 
their first conversation after the break-in. 

THE SECOND tape was of an hour-long meeting 
between President Nixon and former White House 
counsel John Dean on April 15, 1973. Mr. Dean has 
told the Senate Watergate Committee that during 
that meetuig President Nixon asked him "leading 
qu^tions" about a coverup. Mr. Dean quoted the 
President as saying he had -"only been joking" 
during an earlier ctmversation in saying it would be 
no problem to raise $1 millitm to buy the silence of 
the Watergate defendants. 

The third tape concerned President Nixon's 
dictation of his recollections of the April 15th 
meeting with Mr. Dean. Earlier the President had 
said he made the dictation the day following the 
meeting. 

Accounting for the non-existence of the tapes, we 
are told the Mitchell-Nixon conversation was on an 
exteroion telephone not connected to the recording 
system; the recorder ran out of tape during the 
Nixon-Dean meeting; and, the resident's dictation 
belt cannot be located after a 'diligent search" 

AMONG O-raERS. Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry E. 
Petersen said the White House once offered to let 
him listen to one of the tapes now claimed to be non- 
existent. 

Ironically, these are the conversations which the 
President reportedly taped to protect himself, 
lliese are the very tapes which could prove him 
innocent or guilty of any complicity in the bugging 
scandal— the tapes that a special prosecutor, the 
White House and the courts have been haggling 
over for months. And now we are told they never 
existed, or are, at least, missing. A[^lying the

Grief-Striken 
coaching trio 

Losing can make strange bedfellows. The night 
before the Princess Anne-Kempsville game, 
Cavalier Coach Ralph Gahagan and his opposite 
number, Ed Booth of Kempsville, were seated at 
the same table at a local restaurant. They were 
joined by Norview Coach Bob Tata who had just 
watched the Norview junior varsity lose to Princess 
Anne. 

This imposing triumverate of football knowledge 
had compiled the rather unimposing record of 2-16- 
2 at the time of their meeting. Unaccustomed to 
losing, these coaches were shell-shocked by the 
disturbing side-effects which accompany losing. 
Booth was the first with a tale of woe. That 
afternoon during a routine practice of extra-point 
trys, Chief place-kicker Bobby Tata (the Norview 
Coach's son) was abit off target. He missed the ball, 
and in the process, broke the holder's hand. 

TATA WAS NEXT to pick up the crying towel. 
Prefacing his story with the statement, 
"Sometimes I wonder if the average IQ of my team 
would break 75," the Pilot coach told the story of a 
fateful drive against Princess Anne, a game which 
appropriately ended in a tie. Norview had marched 
downfield to the Cavalier five where Coach Tata 
called for a sprint-out pass. His quarterback 
promptly called time out and informed his coach 
that he couldn't remember the play. Perhaps in a 
rash moment of discipline Tata substituted his 
second string quarterback who promptly threw an 
interception. 

The highlight of the night was a trade negotiation 
between Tata and Gahagan. At Norview, Tata is 
blessed with talented runners with blazing speed 
who have gotten down on themselves due to the 
distressing circumstances of losing. He wanted to 
acquire a runner who put out 100 per cent win or 
lose. Gahagan has a stable full of 100 per-centers, 
but their time in the 40 yard dash isn't something to 
make a college scout drool in anticipation. Gahagan 
was willing to part with a slow fullback, two slower 
halfbacks, a linebacker and the team manager for 
one Norview speedster. If Tata had pressed, he 
probably could have gotten a cut of the concessions. 

BAYSIDE BASKETBALL fcoach Conrad Parker 
was faced with the possibility of having the 
majority of his talent miss the first month of 
basketball practice because the players also start 
for Bob Hicks on the gridiron. A few weeks ago 
Parker expressed the hope that he didn't see them 
at practice until the end of November. "Nothing 
could be better for the attitude around her than 
having a championship team. Winning has a way of 
carrying over," Coach Parker and the football staff 
ruefully admit that chances of anybody missing 
basketball practicecjlook mighty slim. 

The Marlin football team did not win the Eastern 
District title, but the talent Hicks has assembled at 
Bayside has college recruiters chomping at the bit. 
No less than eleven starters on the Bayside te^m 
have a shot at a major college scholarship offer 
with halfback Roscoe Coles and linebacker Don 
Harold drawing the most attention. The total was 
twelve until split end Steve Landy suffered a broken 
arm. 

PRINCESS ANNE coach Gahagan's pride may 
have taken a beating in his first losing season as a ^ 
head coach, but his wit has escaped unscathed. 
When informed his charges were favored to win an 
upcoming contest, he replied,"My offense couldn't 
score against a strong wind." When faced with the 
question. "Why does your offense come out spewing 
fire and brimstone in the first quarter and then fail 
to move the ball the remaining three quarters?" he 
promised an answer if some one could explain to 
him how his defense could play great in three 
quarters and atrocious in one. His final observation 

on being a losing coach was "you have to teach 
better."

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Beach high schools strive for first and ten at the banic

"How can you lell the players we have to win 
because we need the moneyV' This isn't the 
plight of a professional sports team owner with a 
failing franchise. The pressure to win is inherent 
in pro sports, but it is real also for high school 
athletics in Virginia Beach 

The above question was posed by Kellam head 
football coach John Cooke following his team's 
upset win over Bayside. Kellam had been faced 
with a series of losing seasons resulting in 
dwindling crowds and a shrinking bank account. 
The victory was not only important in Kellam's 
fight for the Eastern District title, but it also 
provided a needed financial boost to a faltering 
athletic program. 

IN VIK(ilNIA, athletic programs must sup- 
port themselves. The school board doesn't 
allocate money to support athletic programs 



except in the case of a new school. Football must 
carry the brunt of this financial burden Profits 
made from football support such non-money 
making ventures as baseball, golf, tennis, field 
hockey and gymnastics. Football. Ijcsides being 
the schools big money-maker, is also the most 
expensive program to maintain. "The cost of 
equipping, insuring and providing practice 
equipment for all the players averages about 
$400 per player. " states Bayside (!oach Hob 
Hicks. The revenue j school realizes from .in 
average Rate i.*; in ihe neighborhood of $3.5(K). It 
will take ai least three such gates just to defray 
(he cost of putting a team on the field 

All revenue brought in from an athletic event 
goes into the school's peneral athletic fund. The 
money belongs to the school and Ihe fund is 
carried over from year lo year. The principal, as 
the chief officer ul the school controls the 
athleiii' fund, and any expenditure must be 
approved by him 

Just as pro hockey, basketball and football are 



in competition for It- public's entertainment 
dollar. Beach high schdnls compete not only on 
the field but also for the local enteriainmenl 
dollar An avernKe his'ii school erowd in \'irRinia 
Beach r.inges Iron toiii tlious.ind In six 
ihousand persons depending on the quality of the 
attraction. A significant portion of lh«' pajing 
customers are football purists who have no ties 
with any particular sriiool

FAKIJKK THIS season. Cox postponed a 
game with Bayside on a night where football 
could and was played in other areas to 
Tidewater "The Bayside game would probably 
he our biggest gate of the year and we just 
eouldni afford to take the loss. " freely admits 
Falcon Athletic Director Stu Holland. 

Basketball and wrestling also support 
themselves and occasionally show a profit. Once 
a^ain the determining factor is a team's record. 
Princess Anne is the only school in the Beach 
which consistently competes on an equal basis 
wiih Ihe Norfolk schools in basketball. Cox, with 
iheir back to back state championships in 
wrestling, draw a sizeable Audience. These are 



the exception rather than the rule Iri the Beach. 

High school basketball is a notorious bad draw 

in comparison to other areas. The people of 

Indiana live and die for high school basketball. 

In Washington. DC. a high school basketball 
game will fill the University of Maryland's Cole 
Field House to capacity. A crowd like that would 
make for a good season for a Beach team, 

ANOTHKR PROBLEM arises when a school 
does have a good attraction. Kellam had to turn 
away at least 2,000 spectators at the Bayside 
game because the stands were already filled to 
capacity Cox's gym only holds 1,000 spectators, 
and Ihe Falcons consistently draw overflow 
crowds for wrestling. 

IX^spiie the myriad of problems, none of the six 
city schools arc having serious financial dif- 
ficulty, but Ihe next time you see a basketball 
coach with a Masters degree in Education selling 
Cokes at a football game, don't wonder why, just 
buy one.

PET transit test 
given an extension 



Because it was believed that a 
90-day trial was not a "fair test" 
of a mass transit expoiment in 
the Beach, the Princess Anne 
Plaza Express (PET) bus 
service to downtown Norfolk 
will be extended for another 90 
days. 

The first step toward a mass 
transit system in the Beach, the 
PET project got a slow start in 
mid • September. Ridership^ 
steady increased, however, 
from Ihe first weeli's total of 390 
passengers (one-way trips) to 
as many as 740 passengers in a 
day. 

"There's been sonie 
reasonable progress," said 
Aaron Cruise, vice-presid«it of 
Carolina Trailways. "We felt 
the project should be given six 
months to determine what it can 
really do." 

OFFERING the commuter a 
free parking space in Princess 
Anne Plaza and an alternative 
to rush hour driving, the PET 



ProJMt runs during the peak 
traffic hours from 6:55 to 9:30 
a.m. and 4 p.m. to 6:45 p.m. Bus 
fare is 60 c«its (or 40 cents for a 
book of 12 aHnmuta* tickets). 

A ste|q[>ed up advertising 
campaign by the Virginia High- 
way Department, combined 
with a series of surveys to check 
commuter interest in the 
project, will determine what 
changes win be made in the 
service, if any. Becaioe of the 
few number of riders on the last 
trips in both the morning and 
the evening, at least those two 
bus runs may be eliminated 
from the schedule. 

"Almost anything that might 
come up in the surveys will be 
given lonsideratiiHi," said Mr. 
Cruise. "Whatever the survey 
shows needs adjustment to 
make a better so^ice will then 
be done." 

A STATE legislative sub- 
committee last week cited a 



growing fuel shortage at 
making it imperative for both 
state and localities to act 
promptly to develop mass 
transit systems. 

While the gas shortage may 
force more commuters to seek a 
different mode of trans- 
portation, it may also effect 
some bus service, according to 
Mr. Cruise. Any bus not 
carrying oiough passengers "to 
justify the service will be 
eliminated," Mr. Cruise said. 

Carolina TrtUways is now 
receiving onfy 80 per cent of the 
fuel it received last November. 
While Mr. Cruise says it is 
hoped that none of the 
Trailways' bus services will 
have to be removed, the PET 
project has two other runs, 

*~iides the late morning and 
late evening trips, that would he 
among the 6rst to be eliminated 
because of the few number of 
passengers they carry.

Commission 'steers' into action 



More than 18 months after city council received a 
recommendation that a local arts and humanities 
commission be formed, the new Virginia Beach 
Commission on the Arts and Humanities held its 
first formal session.

G. Stafford Balderson, representing the Virginia 
Beach Friends of Music, will chair the steering 
committee. Committee memlt>ers are Nancy 
McClees, Tidewater Dance Guild; W. Eklward 



Hudgins Jr., appointed by city OMncil as an at-large 
delegate to the commissidn; V^n S. "Sam" Clay 
III, representine the Viriiinid|bBch Arts Center: 
Ruby Timlin, refwesenting thewginia Beach Civic 

Ballet; Joyce Strelitz, at-large delegate, and Laura 
Lambe, at-large delegate. 

JAMES R. BERGDOLL, presidail of the Virginia 
Beach Development Council, presided over the 
meeting as temporary unofficial commission 
chairman. George Hanbury, assistant city 
manager, acted as temporary secretary. 

Mr. Hanbury, acting as liaison b^ween the 
commission and the city manager's office, told 
commission members that they should appear at 
city budget hearings to present requests for funds 
from the various cultural groups in the city. 



Frank R. Dunham, executive director of the 
Virginia Commission of the Arts and Humanities, 
attended the meeting and offered guidelines to 
commission members on their possible duties. 

Mr. Dunham said that the state commission will 
look on Ihe local commission as a clearing house for 
all stale fund requests from city cultural groups. 

Members of the local commission will attend a 
conference of the state commission Tuesday in 
Richmond lo receive information on Virginia's 
programs for the arts and national funding of those 
programs. 

The next step in the local commission's 
organization will be a meeting of the steering 
committee only, Dec. 11 at 8 p.m. at a site to be 
announced.

Garland Isdell learned of his 
appointment to the Virginia 
Beach City Council Monday 
right along with the rest of the 
city— from the press. Although 
he and his family heard it on the 
6 p.m. newscast, Mr. Isdell had 
received no official notification 
of his appointment as of early 
Monday evening. 

Mr. Isdell was appointed lo 
the fill the Kempsville Borough 
council seat being vacated by 
Donald Rhodes, who was 
recently elected lo the Virginia 
House of Delegates. 

The council met in an 
executive session, closed to 
everyone but council members 
(including city staff who 
normally are allowed to sit in on 
such sessions, for about 12 
minutes to make their final 
selection of Mr. Isdell. 

THE COUNCIL'S decision 
came after several weeks of 
speculation as to who would fill 
the seal — with various can- 
didates who wanted the position 
pressuring the council. 
Although Mr. Isdell said he had 
t)een contacted by friends and 
councilmen to see if he was 
interested in the position, he did 
not actively campaign for the 
appointment. 

Although television reports 
called Mr. Isdell's appointment 
an addition to the Kellam 
faction of the council, Mr. Isdell 
denies being> obligated to any 
faction on council. He admits 
knowing Sidney Kellam and 
runnifi^ on "the ad- 

-flii mist rat ion side for the 
Democratic Committee only 
because they asked me." "I've 
always voted for a man because 
of the individual he was," Mr. 
Isdell said. "As for Ihe factions 
on council— I don't line up with 
any of ihem." 

Mr. Isdell is a partner in 
General Construction Co. Inc., a 
member of the Democratic 
Committee, a four-year 
member of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals and on the board of 
Directors of People's Bank. He 
has been active in the Council of 
Civic Organizations and various 
civic organizations throughout 
the Kempsville area. He and his 
wife have three children. 

MR. ISDKLL. who will serve 
out Mr. Rhodes unexpired term 
until May, says he does not 



know if he will seek re-election 
to the position at that lime. He 
will wail and see how much 
time Ihe position consumes, 
while reserving the right to 
consider seeking election. 

Although he says he will have 
to do some studying on council 
matters, Mr. Isdell feels he has 
kept up lo date on most city 
problems and will be 
adequately prepared for the 
position. He has some defintie 
ideas about what he'd like to see 
done in the city, but declines to 
discuss them at this point. He 
does say he thinks the council 
"needs to take a real close look 
at the city's development 
situation." 

Mr. Isdell, who will be a 
newcomer to the council for- 
malities, was not aware that the 
city council held a closed 
session every Monday. He said 
he favors a ck)sed session to 
discuss things like council 
appointment, but adds he 



"wouldn't say anything in a 
closed session that I couldn't 
say in public." 

THE OTHER council 
members also cimsidered Mr. 
Isdell's appointment a matter 
for closed meeting. Mr. Isdell 
said he was telephoned by one 
councilman who told him he 
would be considered for the 
appointment at a special closed 
council meeting to be held 
Thursday night. He later 
learned the meeting had been 
cancelled because of conflict 
with the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act. The FOI law sutes 
that "no meeting shall 
become an executive or 
closed meeting imless there 
shall have been recorded an 
affirmative vole to that effect 
by the public body holding such * 
meeting, which motion shall 
state specifically the purpose"

Tenants may not 
get refunded tax 



All the landlords in the city 
will get their tax money back 
from a recently repealed tax on 
rental housing units— but will 
Ihe renter? 

The Virginia Beach City 
Council was advised Monday by 
City Attn. J. Dale Bimson thai 
all money received from the 
city's tax on rental housing 
units should be returned to the 
taxpayers. The council repealed 
the tax Nov. 5, but made no 
decision as to what to do with 
the nearly $300,000 in tax money 
already collected. 

The city manager's staff is 
now preparing a plan to ef- 
ficiently disperse the money 
and will report back to the 
council at a later date. The lax 
money will be returned lo the 
landlord who paid the tax, 
according to City Manager 
Roger Scott. "It will then be up 
to him if the renter actually gets 
his money back." Mr. Scott 



previously stated that while in 
fact, it is the landlord who pays 
the lax, in most cases the tax is 
passed on lo the renter. 

The rental tax, established 
about two years ago, was 
assessed on each landlord who 
owned (wo or more rental 
dwellings, categorizing them as 
"businessmen." The landlords 
were charged a $25 license fee 
plus one per cent of the gross 
income from the rental 
property if it exceeded $2,400. 
All persons owning only one 
rental unit were exempt from 
the tax, as were motel and 
mobile home park and boarding 
house owners. 

The city council's action lo 
repeal the tax came after a 
Virginia Supreme Court ruling 
on a similar tax in Norfolk, 
which Slated that Ihe city had no 
right 10 determine which land- 
lords were "businessmen" and 
which were not 



School board OKs 
altern^e site for 
elementary school 



^■^The Vttt^ia Beach School 
Board voted Tuesday lo build a» 
new el«naitary sdsool on North 
Landing Road near the 
municipal center ' to ac- 
commodate students to be 
gen«-ated from Navy housing 
at Camp PencUeton. 

Dr. E. E. Brickell, sdiool 
superintendent, told the board ' 
that approximately $1 millim 
already set aside to purchase 
land from the state at Camp 
Pendleton was being eaten up 
by inflation. 

The school staff recom- 
mended to the board that it 
move immediately to build the 
city's 3&h school on land it 
already owns on North Lambig 
Road instead of waiting to 

' complete ne^tiatiwis with the 
state for the PaidMon site. Dr. 
Brickell said that the staff has 
been negotiating for five 
months with state officials to 



acquire the Pendleton site. 

Ilie staff told the board that 
the proposed Pendleton school 
could not be rompleted in time 
for the 1974-7S sdwol year and 
that the construction at the 
alternate North Landing site 
could be staried in time to be 
completed by S^ember or 
October, 1974. 

The new North Landing 
sdMol, to be built behind the 
Virginia Beach Vocational- 
Technical Center, will not 
directly accommodate stud«its 
from the Pendleton Navy 
housing. 

Instead, using a "domino 
arrangement," school ofTicials 
have work«i Mit a tentative 
plan whereby students at 
Princess Anne, Cmirt Itouse and 
possibly Creeds Elementary 
Sdwols will be shifted to otha- 
schools to allow extra space for 
the Pen<flM(Mi studmts.

Teacher unexpectedly wins grievance case 



A teacher who used a new state 
grievance procedure to protest an of- 
ficial school board policy on teaching 
credit unexpectedly won her case ac- 
cording to surprise announcement 
made al Tuesday's school board 
meeting. 

Dr. E. E, Brickell, school superin- 
lent^t, announced at the meeting that 
he had received certain "additional 
informalMMi" Friday after the school 
boaH m^ in open s^skm Thirsday to 
h^r the grievances of Mrs. Lor^ta M. 
Schmitt. a music teacfao- at Konpsville 
JiBikM* Hi0i. 



Dr. Brickell said that the new in- 
formation made Ihe matter a "different 
situation" and thai he was requesting 
the board !n rescind its vote. 

After Thursday's open meeting, the 
board voted on the matter in closed 
session. Althoi^ the outcome of the 
secret vole was not lo be revraled to 
Mrs. Schmiii until today at the earliest. 
Dr. Brickell indicated Ihai he was 
asking the board to lum the matter 
over lo him. and he would find in favor 
of Mrs. Schmitt. 

The complicated grievance 
{Mt>cedure. being tested for the first 
time in Virginia Beach, outlines cerUin 



levels of procedure for the grievant and 
the board to follow, 

A spokesman for the Virginia Beach 
Education Assn. said that his 
organization was unaware that "ad- 
ditional information " had been 
received by Dr. Brickell He said he did 
not think the superintendent's actimi is 
legal, although the action was in the 
teacher's favor. 

Mrs Schmitt, with assistance from 
ihe Education Assn. of Norfolk, was

Mrs. Schmiii contended that she 
should be given credit for 79 half days

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Dim view not due 
to energy crisis 

President Nixon's big suggestions to conserve 
energy came about six months too late in thie 
Beach. The lights and the room temperature at city 
hall have been "down" since May. 

Yes, if you've been groping you're way through! 
the city administration building— barely able to 
discern where the wall ends and the corridor 
begins— it's because some 500 florescent bulbs have 
been removed from the building. And though you 
may be forced to wear your overcoat, a muffler and « 
nittens, it's only because the temperature has been 
turned down so low that instead of the heater 
comii^ on— the air conditioner is activated. 

The city council chamber is notori(MJS for sub- 
zero temperatures. Since the chamber already is so 
dimly lit, if the temperature were warm and c(»y, 
you'd probably fall asleep. But, contrary to what 
one might think— the council's "dim view" in the 
chamber is not one of the steps taken to conserve 
energy. No bulbs were removed from the chamber. 
It's always nearly pitch black. 

I guess the cMincil feels that the dim lighting will 
discourage the television cameramen since it does 
make filming pretty tricky (or maybe they think 
the soft lighting makes tliem more photogenic). At 
anyrate, the cameramen are tricky in their own 
fight-andflipouttheirhandylOOO watt spotlights that 
tdindnot only the council, but most of the audience. 
One wcmders exactly how much energy those little 
*'jobtHes" are using.

Cttrrentty, tl»e city of Virginia Beach is the mly 
tity in the state with more than 100,000 residents 
Jthat has a charter restriction saying it caraiot issue 
bonds for more than $3 million a year for general- 
im(Hx>vements and $4 millifm for water and sewer 
improvements without a referendum. Most cities 
have no annual limit at all, a city spokesman says. 
The proposed charter change would eliminate the 
$7 million restriction, as well as the designation 
between water and sewer and general 
imint)vements. 

PLANS FOR the budget and city in'ojects have to 
be made moottis and sometimes years in advance. 
While most residents are viewii^ tl» day-to-day 
imt^vements in the city, city officials have to 
visualize what the situation will be in a year or even 
five years fi*om now. The average citizen d6es not 
keep up to date on future city problems, but is m(n% 
omcemed with whether his street will soon be 
finished or if the school his children attend is now 
adequately equipped. 

The five-year capital improvements program 
indicates that the Beach will, in the next five years, 
need to spend about $100 million for recreation, 
hi^ways, water and sewer improvements just to 



meet the needs oi the gcawiDg pc^iulatibn. lli^ ail 
breaks down to about |20 noOUci^a year. Hie 
current bonding capacity will not allow for mich 
progress. 

When a taxpayer stops- to thtaik ttiat holding a 
special b<md referendum is going to cost about 
$12,500 in his tox money, can he coasi<ter it to be 
worth it? Tlie peq[)le elected a city council they* 
trust to approve aUocatiois of some |70 million a 
year. Surdy they could be trust^l with anirovbig 
mwe than f7 miUion of debt to be incurred thrcHigb 
Uie issuance of bonds. 

BESIDES, it's hard enoi^ to get the vcHers to 
turn out for a {H'esidential election. Educating them 
to what a bond referendum means to the city's 
future and then gettii^ them to the polls is no small 
job — that too requires time and money. Would the 
pen^ntege of voters who would go to the polls 
merit the expense? It's questionable. 

Too often people will jump on the bandwagm <tf a, 
politician who says, "Put it to a vote of the people" 
without really stopping to consider the practicality 
of the idea. Wha,t may just be a political gimniick to 
app&A to the voters by a man running f(x- (rffice, 
may not be in the best interest of efficiently 
running a city.

Curfew: 



Like Cinderella, Virginia Beadi teenagers 
face an unusual problem on the stroke of 
midnight, but no fairy godmother is going 
to help them out; without their parents' 
written permission to be out late at night, 
they jiist might end up in police cu^ody, 
charged with violating a city ordinance gov- 
erning their movements.

It's 1 scm. on a Saturday morning and 
Gerald and his date are strolling down the 
boardwalk after a big school dance. 
Gerald is 17 and so is his girlfriend. A 
police cruiser pulls up and two policemen 
ask the teenagers for identification. 

When the police iMrn that the two are 
miiMrs, they ask if the teens have written 
pomission from their parents to be out 
after miiteight. 

"You're kiAUng," Gerald exclaims, 
"wrhttti permistion?" 

But the police are not kidding. They tell 
Gerald and his girl to go home im- 
mediately. They have violated the city's 
curfew ordinance for minors. 

If the police detamined that Gerald and 
hvs girl had no good reason to be out after 
midnight, th^ could, in theory, take the 
twv to the police juvenile division. Or they 
could take them home to their parents and 
summon the adults to juvenile court. 

TOE CITY'S curfew ordinance for 
minors was made effwtive April 26, 1971, 

h states: "It riiaU be tmlawful for any 
mtaior undm- the age of 18 to be present on 
any street, road, aUey, avenue, park or 
otto* {wUic place in the city between the 
hwrs <rf 13:01 a.m. and S a.m. vn^m ac- 
oompanmi b^ the pamt, guardian m- 
oth«- aAilt po-scMi having tlie care, 
'cuMody a€ (witrol of auch minor." 

Ab aownpanying ortUnam^e desaiUng 
tkf eafBrMmat of the law Mates that it 
win not be aaforced if the mioM- » on an 



emergency errand, is engaged in lawful 
eitiployment or going to or from his place 
of work or if he has written permission to 
Attend a specified engagement or per- 
formance which ends after midnif^t. 

THE ENFORCEMENT section further 
states that a minor in violation of the 
curfew can be taken home by police, or 
taken to the juvenile division, or his 
parents can be ordered to tppwt in 
juvenile court. 

Violation of the curfew is a 
misdemeanor. 

The police juvenile bureau has handled 
575 minors for curfew violations in the city 
so far this year. The minors were aged 9 to 
17 years. Last year, the police handled 524 
minors for violations of the or(Unance. 

Lt. Henry Capps, commanding officer of 
the juvenile division, says that the police 
use the ordinance to protect minors and 
not for harassment or other {Moposes. 

"If we pick up a child at an miusually 
late hour, we are picking him up for his 
own protection," Lt. Capps said. "In some 
cases, if the child is accompanied by an 
adult, we have charged the adult with 
contributing to the delinqu«icy of a 
minor." 

LT. CAPPS feels that the law is a good 

one and a just one and that it he]|S parents 
(tontrol their minor children. 

"^ think it's a godftlaw in that it assists 
us a good deal," he said. "We don't go out 
looking for these diUcfa^. Bitt if we Me 
them on the streets^ we tell than to go 
tome. We feel that kids out in the wee 
hoia? of the morning can be expraed to aU 
lyp« of elem«its." 



Lt. Capps said that the police do not 
ejforce the ordinance selectively. TTiat is, 
they do not use it as a tool to "get" any 
certain type of minor. • 

"We don't use it that way," he said. "We 
have never used selective enforcement." 

Paul Sciortino, assi. commonwealth's 
atly.,a)ncurs with Lt. Capps' opinion that 
the law is fairly enforced with no selec- 
tivity mvoived. 

. "The police use it as they need it," Mr. 
Sciortino explained, ""niat's the only way 
it might be selectively enforced. 

"Usually, if a kid is out past the curfew, 
the police just tell him to go home," he 
ccmtinued. "But if the kid is a smart aleck 
and tdls the police they can't make him go 
home, they can lake him in and show him 
they can make him obey the law." 

A MINOR could claim that his con- 
stitutional rights have be«i violated if he is 
.arrested for curfew violatMMi. 

But Sciortino contends that the curfew 
law is not unconMitutioDal. 

"The state has a ri^t to regulate the 
control of min(N*s because they're all 
wards of the state." he exfriained. "For 
example, incorrigibility is m>t actually a 
crime. But if yow pareiu can't take care 
oryou, the ^ate will. (^ if they're mM aWe 
to control you, the state will. 

"I just can't see the U.S. Supreme Court 
(teclaring the law unomstititticmtf," he 
said. 

Mr, Sciortim also said that, to tm 
knowl«|^e. there is no sUte ttatiMe 
simUar to the city Guttim onfinaan. 
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Godwin may find 
Howell not so bad 



If time's (me tiling that Gov.-eiect Mills Godwin 
and tlie 522,858 Virginians wiio voted for liim should 
remember, it is tliat 508,206 persons voted far 
Henry Howell. When Mr. Godwin taices over the 
governor's office for the sec<Mid time next January, 
he will be faced with a cmstituaicy almost equally 
divided between his and Mr. Howell's suppm-ters. 

Also worth remembering is that moderate 
Republican John Dalton was elected lieutenant 
govemcM:, Democrat Andrew Miller was re-elected 
attorney genenl, and that Republican membership 
in the 100-seat House of Delegates was cut from 25 
to only 20. 

Winning by a scant 14,000 votes out of the more 
than one million cast is no mandate tor Mr. Godwin 
to conduct an administration as staunchly 
conservative as his campaign. 

In an election where the candidates were described 
as being poles apart, Mr. Godwin's slim 1.4 per 
cent mar^ of victory means that he cannot ignore 
ttie feelings of Mr. Howell's supporters. Since 
dection day, indications are that Mr. Godwin has 
taken note of the strong showing of his oi^onent, 
recognizing that it reflects the feeling that Virginia 
must have a more open and responsive 
government. 

Fot example, during his campaign Mr. Godwin 
hit hard at school busing and other race-related 
issues but since has gone out of his way to assure 
blacks that they would be treated generously by his 
administration. 

Though his campaign was dominated by attacks 
on Mr. Howell rather than focusing on more 
tangible issues, Mr. Godwin has since voiced a 
unity-and-progress theme and called for 
progressive changes in government programs. 

The Howell campaign against the "big boys" 
pointed up the interests of Ihe lower-to-moderate 
income groups, interests which Mr. Godwin would 
do well to take into account. 

And, d{q)arently he has. Mr. Godwin has 
indicated lie has plans to improve the quality of 
poor public school systems and will woric for penal 
reforms. In addition, he has cited the needs for 
{M*ograms to develop better mass transit systems 
and to nnprove mental health facilities across the 
state. 

Another example of Mr. Godwin's awareness ci 
pt^idist feelings is his position on file call to repeal 
sales tax tm food and nonprescription drtigs. 
lliough he rejected during his campaign Mr. 
Howell's plan to replace the tax with other revenue- 
raising measures, Mr. Godwin has said he is open to 
ottier suggestions on how to offset the loss of income 
to the state. 

In addition to the strong Howell showing, also 
influencing Mr. Godwin's decision to ad(^t perhaps 
mwe modo-ate policies is that his whisker win fell 
far short oi tlw vote total which conservative 
Republicans vtere hoping ftH*. Indeed, not all 
Republicans welcomed his candidacy with (q)en 
arms, so there is no reason to believe that Mr. 
Godwin will repay them with added influence in his 
next administration. 

So while Mr. Howell privately plots las path — 
perhaps to ccmtest the election or call for a recount 
— Mr. Godwin is hinting at ^ move to the position cl 
a consensus governor reflecting the will (rf all the 
people. 

Rather than solely courting the conservative 
and affluent voters who elected him, Mr. Godwin 
has em|diasized his intention to "unite all 
VirginiaiK and give fuU recognition to minority 
races." It is this spirit of unity and conciliation that 
niay lead to a surprisingly progressive 
administraticm in Richmond.

In approaching any device, 
moi of the unit always assume 
it is "alive" and capalde of 
expkxhng loitil proven other- 
wise. Several methods are used 
in disarming explosive or- 
dinance. Membov of a team, 
which never consists of less 
than three mot, aft«r a^uring 
themselves the ordinance is in a 
"safe" conditicm, could assist 
each other in deactivating the 
object. Another method of 
operation would have one 
member of the team remain 
with the object and confer by 
radio with his team members a 
short distance away who have 
acceiEs to information contained 
in the unit's reference file. 

IF THE team finds it 
necessary, the object will be 
disarmed by remote control 
with all members of the team 
operating from a safe distance. 
One of the simplest remote 
control operations consists of 
attaching a large wrench to the 
fuse of bombs and disarming 
(hem from a safe distance to 
turning the wrench using 
lengths of wire. 

The primary activity of the 
group in this region is the 
disposal of cannon balls and 
shells from the Civil War. Many 



of these are uncovered in 
digging foiaidations for homes 
and commercial buildings in the 
dre<^ing of Chesapeake Bay 
and the Atlantic Ocean. 
Records show dredging for the 
Hampton Roads Bridge-Tunnel 
in 1967 uncovered 136 cannon 
lulls in a single day, all of which 
were found to be in a "live" 
conditkm. 

MEN OF the unit frequently 
assist local authorities in the 
identification and disposal of 
objects reported by residents. 
Many of these are military 
shells or hand grenades, kept in 
homes for years as war 
souvenirs, or small practice 
bombs discovered during 
digging operations or ex- 
cavations. They have been 
called upon to dispose of 
dynamite or blasting caps 
discovered at abandoned 
construction sites. 

Mr. Lundberg joins his fellow 
EOD men, most of whom are 



veterans of many years of EOD 
experience, in urging anyone 
finding objects which may 
have explosive qualities to 
notify authorities before at- 
tempting to handle them. This 
also includes items brought 
back from overseas as war 
souvenirs. Men of the unit 
illustrate the importance of this 
move by citing the incident of 
three men being killed when a 
shell they discovered exploded 
as Ihey attempted to dispose of 
it 

As is the case with all EOD 
men, Mr. Lundberg is 
thoroughly trained in iden- 
tification, disarming and 
disposing of explosive or- 
dinance, as well as being a 
qualified SCUBA diver and 
parachutist. His diving training 
is necessary should he be called 
upon to handle devices 
discovered underwater. 
Parachute training is necessary 
to reach dangerous objects in 
otherwise inaccessible land 



areas or when the group is 
airlifted to scenes at sea. 

The group continually assists 
civilian authorities in iden- 
tifying and disposing of objects 
suspected of being expUisive 
The men respond to the scene of 
military plane crashes when 
explosive material is on board 
the aircraft. Teams are 
assigned to naval ves.sels 
carrying explosives, such as 
aircraft carriers, destroyers, 
ammunition ships and mini' 
sweepers. during their 
operations.

(>roup Oimmanding Officer, 
joins his men in offering lh«' 
unit's service to nnyont' 
believing they may havi- 
potentially dangen)U.s or ex 
plosive objects, including war 
souvenirs. He points out the unit 
must Im' dispatched on all calls 
through the Fifth Naval District 
Headquarters. Assistance of the 
group ntay be obtained l)y 
phoning requests to 444-7(»»7.

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'Everybody's okay' — according to TA 

Positive tiiinicing power 
reaches Tidewater area

Milton and Loyce Susco have decided that as 
people they're oltay. Now they're helping others 
reach the same positive outlook on life. 

Transactional Analysis (TA) is a big title for the 
method of attaining that positive attitude. Accor- 
ding to the theory behind TA, there are four life 
posilions-rm okay-you're okay, I'm not okay- 
you'rc not okay, I'm okay-you're not okay and I'm 
nol okay-you're okay. The positions are held in 
respect to a person's feeling about himself and 
others. 

Mosi people spend much of their lifetime in the 
I'm not okay-you're okay position, says Loyce. "The 
goal of TA is lo move out of thai state and move 
more loward I'm okay and (he rest of the world is 
okay too." 



MILTfJN AND Lt)YCK recently began leaching 
TA in the Tidewater area. Presently, ihey have an 
office in the Cavalier Hotel, which they will have to 
vacate soon because the hotel is closing for the 
winter. Prior lo opening a TA therapy office, both of 
them worked at Florence Crittenton Home for 
Girls— in Norfolk, Milton as the executive director 
and L«iyce as a group and family therapist. 

The Suscos, like many persons, gained interest in 
TA by reading the works of Eric Berne, who 
developed the concept in California. Mr. Berne 
wrote several books oh the subject including the 
popular "Games People Play." 

Most of ihe persons that seek help from the Suscos 
discovered TA through Mr. Berne's works and seek 
lo apply his method lo change their lives. 

"TA is a theory of personality, but il is also a 
method of treatment," says Milton. "People 
rediscover they have within themselves the ability 
10 sort out their own feelings." . 

TIIK srscos teach class sessions with as many 
as 20 persons where they present TA ideas and 
concepts that a person may relate to himself. They 
also leach group sessions where each person makes 
a contract with them stating what he wants to 



change about his life. Group sessions are limited lo 
eight persons. 

A group member can make a contract to change 
any behavorial attitude. Il might be his temper or 
the fear of some person or situation. The Suscos say 
although there is no real enforcement of the con- 
tracts, few go unfulfilled because it is (he individual 
who is looking for a change. 

An explanation of the TA theory begins on the 
blackboard, a tool the Suscos^ay is a necessity af 
all TA sessions. They begin^-y diagramming Ihe 
three ego states that, according to the TA 
theory, are pan of every person — the child, the 
parent and the aduK. 

The interaction of the internal child, parent and 
adult is the basis for explaining why a person feels 
and behaves Ihe way he does. The^ife position Ihat a 
person lakes is determined by which ego state is 
governing his reaction to a situation. 

THK CHILD stale is Ihe state of "wanting (o do 
some(hing." which is often in conflic( with the 
parent slate (hat tells a person "what he should do." 
The adult slate lakes information from the other 
two ego stales and makes its own decision. Most all 
forms of behavior can be diagrammed and fit into 
one of the ego siales, helping Ihe individual lo un- 
derstand why he reacts Ihe way he does and 
enabling him to change his reaction if he wants lo. 

"There's nothing mystic lo TA," says Loyce. 
"We're nol saying we know everything that's wrong 
with a person. We teach him the techniques we know 
and any person can diagram." 

"I find myself behaving just like my mother did 
when I was a child. I swore I wouldn't...I want to 
change," might be what one patient will say, Loyce 
added. "Through TA, Ihe person gains insight, and 
she can use it to change and deal with compelling 
messages she got as a young child. In other words, it 
was okay Ihen, but it's not okay now." 



THE GROUP situation is designed to aid Ihe 
person in looking ai his feelings and his interactions 
with others. 

"People discount themselves a lot," says Milton. 
"They can't handle a problem or a situation, so they 
may discount the other person they are in contact 
with. Sometimes they even discount the problem or 
Ihat (here's a solution." In a group situation, they 
can't, or won't do that." 

All group situations offer a child ego state where a 
person can say what he feels and yet still feel 
protected, according lo Loyce. The groups aren't 
like what people term "encounter groups," and 
there is no "hot seat" situation. No one is forced to 
expose himself more than he wants to, and outsiders 
are not admitted without approval from all group 
members. 

Each session costs $10 and no one who is presently 
under some other form of therapy is accepted 
without the consent of his doctor. 

TIIROliGil DIAGRAMMING of his feelings and 
role-playing in the group, a person learns to 
"confront the discounts that are going on— 
discounts like I'm going lo make you angry— the 
idea that I'm responsible for the way the other 
person feels," says Milton. 

TA leaves nothing hidden from the individual, the 
Suscos say. It's all a matter of continuously 
examining yourself and your feelings. 

"Feelings are neither good nor bad," says Loyce. 
"Wc have to recognize those feelings and realize 
what Ihey mean. It's true, you can't just decide I'm 
okay and live happily ever after. You have to strjve 
for a continuum where about 80 per cent of the time 
you feel I'm okay." 

"The basic idea is thai we're both human beings 
subject to frailties," Loyce says. "But, everybody's 
okay."

His talent

MUC. Jerry Gilmwe has gained recognition 
- throughout the U.S. Navy as one of the few men 
granted permission to change from a critical 
technical rating to a non-technical rating. The 
move not only provides MUC. Gilmore the 
opportunity to further his musical pursuits, but will 
prove beneficial in assisting the Navy in the 
expension of its musical activities.

for tennis elbow

Tennis anyone? That could be 
the cry heard at Red Wing Park 
as soon as next spring if the 
Virginia Beach City Council 
goes along with recom- 
mendations from the city 
manager to upgrade four 
existing tennis courts and 
construct four additional courts 
at the park. 

Though the council ear- 
marked $220,000 in 1973-74 
Federal Revenue Sharing funds 
lo develop tennis court 
facilities, it has never decided 
where to build them. A citizens' 
committee, appointed by the 
Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission to review the matter, 
recommended a Laskin Road 
landfill site as the best place for 
a tennis complex. A review by 
the city planning department 
and recommendation from the 
city manager presented to the 
council Monday«3tsit^ that 
building a tennis court at the 
Laskin Road site "would con- 
stitute under utilization of this 
valuable land parcel." 

THE CITY staff feels the 
"excessive site improvement 
costs required at the Laskin 
Road site would not provide a 
high degree of cost ef- 
fectiveness" and recommrads 
that the site be excluded From 
consido-ation for recreational 
use. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
feels if the city wants "the m<»t 
tennis the quickest," im 
provement of the Red Wing 
tennis sil^ and construction of 
25 parking spaces to ac- 
commodate players at the park 
should be the most immediate 
step takoi in developing tennis 
courts to serve the citizens. He 



states the Red Wing project 
coidd be completed by the 
spring of 1974. 

Mr. Scott also recommends 
that the city make an effort to 
acquire property located on the 
northwest corner of South 
Birdneck Road and General 
Booth Boulevard for the con- 
struction of 10 to 12 additional 
lighted courts, with public rest 
room faciliti^ and sufficient 
parking. The land parcel, a 
section of Camp Pendleton 
West, would be purchased or 
leased from the Virginia 
National Guard. The planning 
department states this is the 
best spot for a tennis complex 
because of its "close proximity 
to the resort area and 
residential areas that have 
inadequate tennis court 
facilities." 

If the city is unable to acquire 
I he land, Mr. Scott recommends 
the city reevaluate the proposal 
and find another site where an 
additional 10 to 12 courts could 
be constructed and available for 
play by the %ring of 1975. 

MR. SCOTT also states the 
city should decide if it will 
locate and construct two 
tournament play courts with 
adequate seating and support 
facilities at Mt. Trashmore. 

The planning department 
consido-ed 11 different sites in 
its analysis of tennis court 
development. These included 
Uie Laskin Road landfill, Toll 
Road Park, the municipal golf 
course, 2Sth Street (jimior high 
area). Owls Credc boat area, 
the toll road corridor at 21st 
street and 22n6 street west of 
Park Avenue, Great Neck Road 
sewerage lagoon area, Princes 
Anne Park, Red Wing Park, Mt. 
Trashmore and Camp Pen- 
dleton at South Bircfaieck and 
General Booth Boulevard.

Beach mail sometimes loses its zip

Aunt Minnie's birthday is Thursday. You 
send her a card Tuesday morning and she 
g^s it the day aft«- her birthday. Both of 
you live in Virginia Beach, 

Sound typical? 

Is the postal service within the city 
really that bad? Or is it fairly good^ 

To find out, we conductol a small, un- 
scioitific mailing test within the city, 
recorded the results, then asked Vii^inia 
Beach postma^er J.T. Crosswhite Jr. 
about local service. 

MR. CROSSWHITE termed ow test 
"overly fair" and said that % pa- cent of 
the postal patrons in the city use the same 
postal Nations we i^ed in our test. 

We mailed seven letters, with c«nrect 
ZIP codK and an eight-cent stamp cm 
each, from sevoi pi^tal stations in the 
city. All the lett«? f^re mailed to a 
repcMlo-'s home acM-^, ZIP code 23451 

Five of the seven lettws arrived the next 
day. Two took two da^ far dtfvti^. We 
then gave ti« po& offia a 79 pe- cert 
av«^^ for nextHtay ddiv«y OB onr raufl 
sample. 



"We don't guarantee anything, but we 
sort of brag about the fact that we have 
next-day delivery in the Tidewater area if 
a letter is mailed prior to 5 p.m.," Mr. 
Crosswhite said. 

"IN OUR tests, we have found that we 
have 96 per cent ovanight delivery of first 
class mail in the Tidewater area." 

If the post office claims a 96 per cent 
next -day delivery rate, then why did our 
lest show only 70 per cent? 

Mr. Crosswhite contends that our test 
was conducted during a period when the 
post office had an unisually heavy volume 
of mail to deliver. 

On the days we cwiducted our test, he 
said that Uie postoffice handled the larg^t 
volume of mail since last Christmas. The 
volume was almost double what the pc^t 
office handles on mMmal days, he said.

Beach, with an accompanying increase in 
direct-mail advertising. 

THE INCREASE in postal rates doesn't 
necessarily mean an increase in service to 
customers. The postmaster said that the 
Virginia Beach post office will "gel 
nothing out of this increase" and has no 
plans to hire additional personnel. 

However, he contends that postal 
customers are now "getting a hell of a tot 
of service" for their money. 

Virginia Beach postal customers should 
keep in mind that the post office is not 
infallible, the postmaster said. 

"As long as you're dealing with human 
beings, there will be some percentage of 
error," he said. 

Postal patrons might draw various

on agenda again 



The purchase of Bow Crtek 
Golf Course will be on the 
Virginia Beach City Council 
agenda again Monday. 

While the area residents 
would like to the see the matter 
put to a special referendum,

THE COUNCIL briefly 
discussed the purchase of the 
property in its informal session 
Monday. The discussion was 
orginally scheduled for closed 
session. The council met in a 
closed session for 32 minutes to 
discuss a tax refund formula for 
the recently repealed rental tax 
and a school acquisition for- 
mula. 

Vice-mayor Reid Ervin 
suggested Monday that the 
council decide if the golf course 
should go to a special 
referendum vote. Princess 



Anne Plaza Civic League 
president Joel Smith was on 
hand and told the council the 
civic league felt that "we've 
come this far and we'd rather 
see it go to a referendum." 

The civic league met two 
weeks ago, to discuss the 
proposal to build the retirement 
units. It still prefers main- 
taining a golf course and the 
open space to the increased 
density that building a possible 
800 retirement units would 
bring, according to Mr. Smith. 

MAYOR ROBERT Cromwell 
expressed sorrow that the 
residents were rejecting the 
idea of the retirement units, 
saying he felt it was a good 
compromise. He added he was 
concerned "if we don't develop 
it (build the retirement units), 
and if the referendum fails, the 
area is going to be faced with a 
number of addtional houses." 

Mayor Cromwell stated jhat 
he was not ready to vote on the 
issue Monday and thc^ council 
decided to put it on the formal 
agenda for next week.

the road, which is now being improved 

Community Services Director William Fleming vowed 
to the council that he would contact the traffic engineer to 
post the correct signs. He agreed with city councilmen 
Uiat the speed limit on the road sliould never have been 
greater than 35 mph and added that normally the state 
contacts the city before erecting any signs.

At ttie close of tte Virginl^feach City Council 
meeting evoy Monday, CityHnanacer Roger 
Scott takes the floor and says sonMm^ to this 
effect: "Gentlemen, it is anticipated tnaf Ji^will 
have matters to discuss under the Freedtmi of 
biformation Act, section 2.1-344, paragraphs one 
and six, at the meeting next we^. It is requested 
that a vote be taken at this time to permit the 
presentation of these matters." 

A ndl call vote thai is taken of the councilmen, 
who vote unanimously in favor of holding a 
closed meetii^ prior to the next week's formal 
session. Frequently, the press will refer to these 
closed meetings as informal or executive 
sessions, but whatever the name, the result is the 
same. The council meets in private t)ehind closed 
doors, admitting neither the public nor members 
oi the press. 

FOR THE RECORD, that portion of the 
Virginia Freedom of Information Act cited by 
Mr. Scott reads: 

"E]»cutive or closed meetings may be held 
only for the fdlowing purposes: 

Discunion or consideration of employment, 
assignment, ai^intment, promotion, demotion, 
salaries, disciplining or resignation- of public 
(tfficers, appointees or employes of any public 
body. 

Consultation with legal counsel and briefings 
by staff members, consultants or attorneys, 
pertaining to pending litigation, or legal matto^ 
within the jurisdiction of the public body, 
inclwling legal documents."

Council bids 'Don' 
a b^ 'bon voyage' 

Like the end of a Hawaiian trayel movie, as the 
sun set in the west (ttiough you couldn't see it in the 
chamber) a wedc ago Monday, the city council was 
bidding a fond "bon voyage" to Councilman Donald 
Rhoto, who'll ^^^^^ Richmond and the 

iimJie oi Delegates. 

-ft was "FarewelUJon Day*^-in^ the coundh 



chamber as the council officially accepted Mr 
Rhodes resignation and prepared to announce the 
name of his replacement. It was a touching scene as 
nearly every councilman paused to pay tribute to 
the fine job "Don" had done— just before they cast 
their vote to accept his resignation. John Baum led 
the prelude with his remark that he and Mr. Rhodes 
hacta't always seen eye to eye on things and it was 
a shame he "had to go just when I was geiting to 
like you." 

Granted Donald Rhodes was a good councilman, 
but the whole thing dragged on a little long. Any 
council member who was sincere in what he was 
saying probably said it to Mr. Rhodes privately 
anyway. 

But, "Don" took it all in stride and even he didn't 
crack a smile when the council dramatically led up 
to the appointment of Garland Isdell as his 
replacemoit. George Ferrell, before making the 
nomination of Mr. Isdell, recounted the man's 
entire biography— to which two of the councilmen 
Chimed in with "Who is he?" 

CEaLY MACDONALD, who actively cam- 
paigned to be Mr. Rhodes replacement, says Mr. 
Isdell's ai^intment assures her election to the 
position of Kempsville's representative in May. It's 
not that she has anything against Mr. Isdell. but 
she feels she had the support of the people in the 
Kempsville area, and if the councU had followed 
their wishes, she would have gotten the ap- 
pointment. 

Mrs. Macdonald says she had numerous friends 
and members of Kempsville civic leagues who 
tele{rfK>ned and wrote letters to councilmen in her 
behalf. She says with Mr. Isdell's appointment, 
those suf^rto^ are going to feel like they were 
ignored and will be even more fired up when 
election time rolls around. 

Not getting the appointment was not what really 
rais«j Mrs. Macdonald's dander— it was being told 
that the reason she didn't get the appointment was 
becaiM« she ran for council last year anddidn't get 
elected. She feels this criteria is unjustified since 
^leran against 21 other candidates for two at-large 
seats, never 



But if Mr. Scott continued his reference to the 
Freed(xn of Information Act, he wcHild find in the 
next paragraph that "no meeting shall become 
an executive or closed meeting unless there shall 
have been recorded an affirmative vote to that 
effect by the public body holding such meeting,- 
which motion shall state specifically the purpose 
or purposes hereinabove set forth in this section 
which are to be the subject of such meeting." 

"Shall state specifically" is the key phrase in 
the interpretation of the act. When the council 
votes on Monday to hold a closed session the 
following week, the members do not know 
specifically what matters they might discuss, 
only that the subject probably falls under one of 
the exemptions menti(Hied by Mr. Scott. In fact, 
the councilmen do not even see the agendas for 
the next meeting until they are hand-delivered to 
them by policemen on Thursday, four days prior 
to the meeting. 

MR. SCOTT could maintain that the only 
requirement of the law is to state the purpose of 
the closed meeting, which the last item on the 
agenda (usually a legal matter) accomplishes. 
Nevertheless, the weekly ritual of voting to hold 
a closed session is a serious affront to the 
public's right to know how their elected 
rq)resentatives act on their behalf. 

The appointment Nov. 19 of Garland Isdell to 
fill the Kempsville seat vacated by former 
Councilman Donald Rhodes is a case in point. 
Again, the council could maintain that a closed 
meeting was ai^ropriate since the appointment 



of a public officer was to be discussed. But some 
background of the incidoit reveals questionable 
actions which appear to be in vidation of the law. 
llie council originally planned to meet in 
■ private the Tliursday night prior to Nov. 19, Ixit 
w^isely decided against this because of a possible 
conflict with the Freedom of Information Act. 
Instead, they met unannounced and 
"informally" Sunday morning at Councilman 
Charles Gardner's Atlantic Avenue restaurant. 
Monday afternoon, they returned with an 
unanimous vote to appoint Mr. Isdell, and even 
he was surprised by the unexpected decisim. 

THE APPOINTMENT, itself, of Mr. Isdell is 
not in question. We are confident he will be a fine 
representative for the people of Kempsville. But 
the methods employed bv the council in reaching 
its decision registered a disregard and contempt 
for the Freedom of Informatiwi law. The action 
by the council was a violation of the spirit, if not i 
the wOTd, of the act. 

The intent behind the Virginia Freedom of 
Informati(Hi Act is that the public should be 
infcHined of the reasoning and not just the 
decisions of its representatives. How are we 
served by knowing the result if we do not know 
the why? 

Our purpose is not to require the council to 
discuss openly matters where the {Hiblic interest 
would be harmed. But if the weekly closed 
sessions are called to provide a hiding place for 
opinionated debate and personal feelings, then 
th^ should not be allowed.

One of the ideas you might use to entertain 
yourself while coasting down Virginia's highways 
at our newly-ordered speed limit of 55 miles per 
hour is to think of the many ways to cut down on the 
use of energy, and perhaps save money as well. 

Since the whole notion of any energy crisis came 
upon us all, we have had our tanks full of 
suggestions as to methods for conserving from as 
little as three cents worth of electricity to as much 
as two million barrels of oU. 

After exhausting the number of ways experts teU 
us we can save energy, then try to come up with 
some individual examples of your own. For in- 
stance, the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) says that if the average weight of U.S. cars 
was reduced from 3,500 poimds to 2,500 pounds, the 
nation would save 2.1 million barrels of oil every 
day. The solution for owners of larger cars — 
simple, put your car on a diet, o f course. 

PUT YOUR ideas to work around the house, too. 
Last year the average American household used 
more than 13 times as much electrical power as in 
1930. The abundance of electrical gadgets and 
power conveniences is not the culprit of this in- 
creased consumption . It costs only 69 cents per year „ 
to operate a garbage disposal, and 18 cents will pay 
for a year's use of a carving luiife. Still, every little 
bit helps. 

Some frugal suggestions for energy con- 
servation : Do everything in the dark. For every two 
hours during which four 100-watt light bulbs are 
switched off, you will save more than a penny. 
Think about it. If you must read, schedule so that 
the entire family can read at the same time by one 
light. 

CLOTHES DRYERS use 10 times the electricity 
that washers use. So, wash your clothes but wear 
them wet. 

Cut the furnace off and hook an extension cord to 
the electric blanket so you can wear it around the 
house. Don't try this while your clothes are still wet. 

A color television set uses more than twice tne *^ 
electricity^a black and white model needs. Buy a 
cheaper black and whilg §Bt md watch old hioviwi ' ' 
on it. You can also save b y switching of f the set 
during commercials or whenever Howard Cosdl yi 
on. 

Unscrew the light bulb in your refrieecacor. 
Lengthy staring into an open refrigeratoTwastes 
considerable power, so grab the first yUiing you 
reach, even though you can't see what/it is. 



EAT RAW meat instead of cooking it. You'll 
probably eat less beef, so you can save that way 
also. 

Don't throw garbage down the disposal. Save it to 
burn for heat. 

Breed fireflies in your home. 
Personalhygienemightsuffer, butenei^y can be 
saved in the bathroom. Don't brush your teetn wiin 
an electric toothbrush. Shower only once a week 
and then with friends. Leave the water off until 
you're soaped up, then cut it on to rinse. Better yet, 
just move in with your neighbors. 

Don't oil squeeky hinges or chairs and return 
grocery sacks to the store — oh f66t. 

Type on a manual instead of an electric 
typewriter. You'll probably use it less, therefore 
saving on paper too. 

If all these tips fail to cut your energy use to a 
minimiun, then this newspaper could be your 
saving. Extra copies of The Sun stuffed under your 
bed sheets will help conserve body heat and keep 
you warm at night. If you still are shivering, at 
least it wiU be easier to set your bed on fire.

Duty assignments at NAS Oceana 
necessitate women using firearms

Following her qualification 
With a .38-caliber service 
revolver Lt. (j.g.) Diane Oliver 
reflected, "I'd sure hate to have 
to aim it at anybody and shoot 
them, but I guess I'd do it if I 
had to." Lt. Oliver was required 
to qualify in use of the revolver 
when WAVES attached to Naval 
Air Station 4 NAS) Oceana were 
given approval to perform 
officer of the day (OD) duty at 
the base. 

Ll. Oliver, who is base Public 
Affairs Officer, is one of three 
WAVE officers attached to the 
base to be given OD duty. Ens. 
Linda Tomes, base disbursing 
officer, and Ens. Amy Settle, 
base personal services officer, 
are also performing OD duty. 
This required each of them tp 
qualify in use of the weapon in 
Ihe event it they, needed to use 
the revolver while acting as 
base OD. 

This was the first experience 
in Ihe use of handguns for Lt. 
Oliver and Ens. Settle, as well 
as the first lime Ens. Settle has 
used any type weapon. Ens. 
Tomes previously had qualified 
in use of a .45-caliber handgun 
which was necessary because 
of the large amount of money 



entrusted to her as disbursing 
officer. 

WHEN ASKED which she 
would prefer using if it became 
necessary, a .38 or .45, Ens. 
Tomes said she preferred the' 
.45. She explained if she had to 
use the weapon, "I'd probably 
be shotting at close range, and a 
.45 would tear a bigger hole." 

Lt. (j.g.) Jerry Timms, base 
asst. weapons officer and 
GMGl. (Gunners Mate) C. B 
Ol)erdorff, base range officer, 
coordinated the qualification of 
the WAVES. Both attested to 
their adapting to the training 
and ability to use handguns. 

Lt. Timms said, "They were 
easier to train than a man. 
When a man comes on the range 
he feels he has to prove his 
masculinity or somlething in the 
use of the weapon. The women 
viewed it as something else they 
might have to do." 

GMGl. Oberdorff echoed this 
feeling saying, "They listened 
lo instructions a lot better than 
a man. They pay more attention 
and show more interest than a 
man. There was no difficulty in 
qualifying them." He pointed 
out it required only about 45 
minutes for them to qualify. 
This included classroom in- 
doctrination and use of the 



weapon on the firing range. 

"THE BIGGEST obstacle 
they had to overcome," GMGl. 
ObCTdorff added, "was thdr 
initial fear of the weapon. 
Especially the loud noise when 
the weapon is fired." When 
asked if any feelings of fear 
hindered to women, GMGl. 
Odberdorff said, "When you 
come right down to the facts, 
and they'd really have to use the 
weapon, they wouldn't be afraid 
to." 

Lt. Timms complimented the 
WAVES on their ability to use 
handguns by saying, "I'll say 
this. I wouldn't want them 
shooting at me." 

Lt. (j.g.) B.C. Fowler, in 
charge of scheduling OD duty 
rostCTS, pointed out the WAVES 
will be the only three women at 
NAS Oceana to be assigned OD 
duty. He added, "They 
requested the duty, and 
readily accepted them to 
alleviate a shortage in OD 
personnel. They are highly 
qualified and professional." 

Lt. Fowler pointed out the 
women's names will be mixed 
with names of male officers on 
the OD duty roster and will be 
ass^ned duty in the same 
rotation manner as men. They 
will perform all duties required 
of an officer of the day.

Apartment fire 
claims man's life 



An investigation continues 
into the cause of a fire which 
claimed the life of Jerry L. 
Horton Friday morning in 
Mayfair Apartments. Mr. 
Horton's brother, Roy, was 
hospitalized with second degree 
bums over 15 to 30 per cent of 
his body. 

Mr. Jerry Horton was 
reportedly visiting his brother 
for the Thanksgiving holiday at 
the time of the fire. 

Fire Investigator Jim Hund- 
ley said the body of Mr. Jerry 
Horton, 41, Durham, N. C, was 
found in a back bedroom of the 
first floor Commanche Court 
apartment. His death was at- 
tributed to asphyxiation. Mr. 
Roy L. Horton, 57, reportedly 
was injured when he attempted 
10 rescue^ his brother. Roy's 



wife, Elsie, 43, escaped serious 
injury. 

Residents on the second floor 
of the dwelling escaped to 
safety by jumping from win- 
dows, when flames engulfed the 
stairway blocking that exit. 

Firemen arrived shortly after 
the 4 a.m. alarm and had the 
fire under control within 35 to 40 
minutes. Mr. Hundley said the 
fire would have been controlled 
more rapidly, but firemen 
initially concerned themselves 
with efforts to rescue anyone 
who may have still been in the 
building. 

Mr. Hundley said that while 
his investigation thus far in- 
dicates the cause of the fire was 
accidental, he has not located 
the origin of the fire, but feels 
this was in the living room area.

Bayside head football coach Bob Hicks, who 
brought the Marlins from perotnial tailenders to 
Eastern District title contenders in five years, 
has submitted his resignation to the Virginia 
Beach School Board. 

Hicks has expressed the wish to remain in the 
Virginia Beach school system in an ad- 
ministrative capacity. "I have a desire to do 
other things in education," said Hicks. The 
Virginia Beach school system's Asst. Superin- 
tendent, Personnel, Garland E. Jackson con- 
firmed Hicks' resignation and said, "The school 
board should act on his appointment by the first 
of the year." 

THE SCHOOL board has not decided on Hicks 
replacement at Bayside, but an informed source 
maintains that the board will reverse the trend of 
hiring a head coach from outside the city and 
name an assistant coach from one of the six city 
high school staffs to fill the void. Present 
Bayside assistants Ray Godwin and Terry 
Morton are strong possibilities. 

Coach Hicks had a nine-year career as a high 
school head coach. The first four years were 
spent leading Oscar Smith to a 20-19-1 record. In 
1969 Hicks moved to Bayside where the Marlin 



football fortunes had hit rock bottom. When 
Hicks took over the reins at the Beach school, the 
team had lost 23 straight games and hadn't 
scored a touchdown in over a season. "Morale 
wats so bad over here that the team actually ^t a 
standing ovation when they scored a touchctown in 
the opening game,'.' relates Hicks. Bayside broke 
the winning drought in the fourth game of the 
season, but still finished with a 1-9 record. 

Marlin football went on the upswing the next 
two years under Hicks' tutelage as Bayside 
compiled a 12-7-1 record and woh the city cham- 
pionship in 1970. The Marlins suffered a relapse 
in 1972 with a 1-8-1 mark, but rebounded strong 
this year with an 8-2 record and a third place 
finish in the Eastern District. 

"THIS YEAR'S team was the best football 
team I ever coached," said Hicks. The Marlins 
were serious contenders for the Eastern District 
crown until they were upset by Lake Taylor in 
the eighth game of the season. Still, Hicks will 
leave the coaching profession after compilhig 
the most impressive season record of his 
coaching career. 

"The thing I will miss most about coaching will 
be the close relationship with the kids," said 
Hicks. It has always been a major endeavor of 
Hicks to not only to turn out good football 
players, but to prepare his twys for the future.

Cox picked to continue mat reign

Man pitted against man in a test of 
strength, speed and skill will be upon us in 
Just a few short weeks. The 1973-74 
wrestling season is scheduled to debut in 
early December. 

Scholastic wrestling is a far cry from the 
Hollywood scripted, pre-determined 
outcome farce that pro wrestling is. The 
fast growing sport offers a true test of an 
individual's talent. 

VIRGINIA HAS become one of the 
booming states caught up in the 
mu^rooming participation and interest 
that wrestling has attracted in recent 
years. "Virginia is one of the top five 
states in the country in high school 
wrestling," maintains local wrestling 
kingpin Wayne Boyd. 

This summer Boyd coached a group of 
young Virginia wrestlers to the national 
AAU championships. The large per- 
centage of Tidewater representatives on 
Virginia's AAU team wasn't a mere 
coincidence. "Tidewater is Virginia 
wrestling," states the outspoken Boyd. 

Boyd grappled with the question of how 
Virginia Beach teams would fare in the 
upcoming season and came up with some 
very definite ideas. 



HE ESTABLISHED Cox as the team to 
beat in the Beach. "Anytime you've put 
together back to back state championships 
and have three returning state champions 
in their respective weight classes, they 
have to rate as the favorite." says Boyd. 
Junior Qiris Conkwright (126-pounds), 
sentor Mike Newbem (145-pounds) and 
senior James Gaudreau (18S-pounds) are 
the Falcons returning state winners. Boyd 
expressed a special liking for Conkwright. 
"Pound-for-pound he could be the best 
wrestler in the state. He's a real lough 
kid." 

To add to an already bright picture Boyd 
cited two more reasons for Cox main- 
taining their position among the state's 
wrestling elite. "They had a real good 
junior varsity team last year." 

Boyd also had high praise for Falcon 
Coach Bill Gutermuth. "He is a real fine 
coach. He's good with the kids and gets a 
lot out of them." 

PRINCESS ANNE is Boyd's pick as the 
surprise team of the season. "Princess 
Anne has a group of young kids who have 
worked real hard. They're going to have a 
good well-balanced team." If the 
Cavaliers are going to have a weakness, 
Boyd feels it will be in the upper weights. 
The Cavaliers have a state titlist of their 
own in Ken Mowlon (98-pounds). 



KempsvUle is Boyd's choice for third 
place in the city. He cites the hiring of 
former Grandy Coach Keith Laurence as 
the catalyst behind a Chief uprising. 
Laurence is expected to instill the Chiefs 
with the Granby winning tradition — 22 
state titles in 23 years. "Give Laurence 
three years over there, and Kempsville 
will be a real force in wrestling," main- 
tains Boyd. 

Rounding out the Beach picture, Boyd 
figures the remaining teams will finish in 
this order: Kellam. Bayside and First 
Colonial. "Vic Gregor always turns out a 
good team at Kellam." 

"BAYSIDE HAS a lot of good young 
wrestlers and they have a dam good 
coach," praised Boyd. If Bayside should 
upset a few of the wrestling powers in the 
city, it wouldn't surprise Boyd. 

First Colonial is the only Beach school in 
for a dismal year if Boyd's prognosis 
proves valid. "I just don't see much hope 
over there," forcasts Boyd. 

As for the Eastern District race, Boyd 
sees only one Norfolk school with the 
ability to challenge the local powers. 
"Norview will probably battle Kempsville 
for third place in the district. It could go 
either way," predicts uoyo.. 

It shapes up as an interesting and suc- 
cessful season for Beach wrestling teams.

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Female security chief uses sixth sense as 'weapon ' ag ainst shoplifters

Lee Smith woald make a dandy 
^o{difter , if she ever felt inclined to turn to 
a life of crime. 

As head of security for J.C. Penney's in 
Militai7 Circle, Ms. Smith knows almost 
every shoplifting trick of the trade. 

The Vii^inia Beach resident, who lives in 
the Malibu area, claims to have a "sixth 
sense" ^hich helps her spot dioplifters 
almost as soon as they walk in the store 
door. 

Ms. Smith, 47, is soft spoken with a polite 
manner. She looks like a typical shopper, 
which is the ploy she uses to roam around 
Penney's, keeping her eyes open for 
prospective thieves. 

SHE IS A big woman with a hearty 
manner and the toughness it takes to 
apprehend a thief in action. 

She is also one of the few female security 
chiefs in retail stores in the state. 

"I don't know of one other female witti a 
job like mine," Ms. Smith said recently as 
she relaxed in her small office at Penney's. 
"It's usually a man who's in charge of 
security." 

As security chief, Ms. Smith directs a 
staff of six, three full-time security people 
and three part-time. She trained all six 
Imrself. 

She altered the security portion of 
retailing almost by accident when she was 
17 years old and assistant manager of a 
dress shop in Portsmouth. 

"I JUST FELT that this woman in the 
store was up to no good. And she was," she 
said.. Ms. Smith apprehended the woman on 



High Street for shoplifting. 

At that time, state law stipulated that a 
shopli/ter had to be apprehended outside 
the stwe with the stolen merchandise in his 
possession. 

"TTiey had to be comjrfetely out on the 
sidewalk then," Ms. Smith explained, 
before an arrest could be made. She said 
that the state law was changed in 1965 to 
allow for arrests inside the store. 

She has been "in and out" of security 
since the incident in Portsmouth, with a 
total of about 15 years devoted to security. 

SHE HAS been security chief at Penney's 
for two years. Prior to that, she was 
security supervisor for Miller and Rhoads 
and for Willner's in Pembroke Mall. 

When she's not in court testifying against 
shoplifters, she is roaming throughout the 
store at various hours, both day and night, 
keeping an eye open for thieves. 

She relies greatly on her "sixth sense" 
and she claims that she has never been 
wrong about a shoplifter. 

"I definitely have a sixth sense," she 
said. "It's this funny feeling in the pit of my 
stomach and almost like hair raising up on 
the back of my neck. 

"When I go into the store, I can tell you if 
it's going to be a day for thieves," she 
continued. "It's such an odd, funny feeling 
that I can't even explain it to myself." 

MS. SMITH HAS seen all types who have 
become criminals by shoplifting. She has 
apprehended both juveniles and adults, 
white and black, rich and poor. 

She has heard excuses, reasons, lies and 
threats. She takes a hard attitude against 
shoplifters and prosecutes every one unless 
the ttiief is a juvenile with no prior record. 



Even though she is tough on thieves, she 
is also compassionate to some. For 
instance, one 17-year-old girl caught 
sjioi^ifting in the store told Ms. Smith that 
her mother had turned her out, with no 
money and no place to go. 

Ms. Smith felt so sorry for the girl that 
she planned to take the girl to her own 
apartment to spend the night. 

Ms. Smith has known shq>Ufters to use 
all sorts of tricks, including the obvious 
ones like an empty shoe box with the end 
cut out, a big handbag, a coat over the arm 
and some not-so-obvious ones, like "booster 
bloomers" used by professional thieves. 

A FEMALE THIEF WEARS a full skirt 
or dress witti an elastic waistband. Under 
the skirt go the bloomers, extra lai^e, with 
the legs tied so that merchandise can be 
slipped under the waistband, into the legs, 
and secured so it won't fall out. 

Some pros train themselves to walk 
normally with merchandise concealed 
between their legs. All pros work either in 
two's or three's or possibly in a group of 
six. "A pro never works alone," Ms. Smith 
said. 

The amateurs come in all ages, races and 
sexes, but the majority of amateur 
shoplifters are female teens and young 
adults, she said. She also said that race 
makes no difference in frequency of thefts 
among adults, but that the majority of 
juvenile shoplifters are white. 

While many shoplifters can afford to buy 
what they steal, Ms. Smith said that many 
steal for "the little things" they cannot 
afford. . 

"MOST OF THE shoplifters we catch are 
amateurs," she said. They're the petty 



tnieves. Some of them steal on Impulse. 
They see something and they take it. But a 
lot of them come into the store with ev«7 
intoition of stealing something." 

Penney's loses a lot of merchandise to 
shoplifters, Iwt Ms. Smith declined to state 
a dollar amount. "Let's jiKt say that it's too 
much," she said. She did say that the store 
loses about one per cent of its inventory to 
theft. 

One-third of the theft is inter ral, caused 
by employes stealing merchandise, she 
said. 

"Employes who steal are the worst 
ones," Ms. Smith said. "It's robbing from 
the person who hired them in good faith. 
And it's the worst kind to detect," she said. 

WHEN MS. SMITH sees someone 
i^oplifting, she said she an}roaches them, 
taps them on the shoulder, shows her 
special police badge and quietly asks them 
to accompany her to her office. 

"I'm very polite and quiet because the 
quieter you are, the quieter they're going to 
be," she said. 

Although most of the people she catches 
do follow this formula, she said that one 
woman attacked her in her office arid tried 
to strangle her. C 

"That woman screamed all the way to 
my office. It took three men to hold her. But 
I've never been threatened with a 
weapon," she said. 

While the Tidewater Merchants Assn. is 
gearing up its anti-shoplifting campaign for 
Christmas. Ms. Smith doesn't think she will 
have much of a problem at the holiday 
shopping peak. 

"If you're going to steal, you go where 
there are no people around," she said. 
"And that's not the way it is at Christmas."

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Fishing zone may be extended 



WASHINGTON-Fish-loving 
Rmsians would presumably be 
kept away from offshore 
ViiKinia if a bill extending the 
United Slates' fishing zone from 
12 to 200 miles became law. 

Hearings on the bill, in- 
troduced by Rep. Thomas 
Downing (D-Va.) are expected 
to begin around January. The 
bill is pending before the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee. 

Designed to keep United 
Slates fish supplies from being 
depleted by foreign fishermen, 
the bill would be an interim 
measure in effect until a new 
agreement is reached by an 
international ocean law con- 
ference. 

Funds up to $1 million may be 
appropriated for enforcement 
of ihe law, according to the bill. 

THE BILL authorizes the 



secretary of commerce to 
conduct research or to pay 
consultants to conduct research 
to promote conservation of fish 
in the terrilorial waters. 

The bill calls for the secretary 
of Slate to negotiate with the 
governments of countries that 



fish near the United States to 
enlist their cooperation. 

The bill provides that the 200- 
mile limit does not apply in any i 
area where it would overlap the 
terrilorial waters or fishery 
zone of another country.

TIIK COMMITTKE'S report, 
issued in June of this year, 
concludes "...drug abuse in our 
schools has become so ex- 
tensive and pervasive that it is 
(»nly Ihe uniquely gifted and 
self-possessed child who is 
cap^e of avoiding in- 
volvement with some form of 
drug^^ise:" 

Is ii really that bad? And, 
mure important, is it really that 
bad in the Virginia Beach public 
schools? By talking lo students, 
educatoi-s, police and others we 
attempted lo discover ihe scope 
of the problem in our own city. 

We tried to find out what 
drugs are mosi prevalent, how 
easy they are lo obtain, how 
good our drug education 
programs are and what attitude 
students lake toward those 
programs. 

Bill and Bob are Virginia 
Beach high school students. One 
is in the ninth grade and the 
other in (he lOlh. They agreed to 
talk aboul drugs in their school 
after being guaranteed 
anonymity. They first thought 
Ihe idea was a big joke, but they 
iried to give serious, intelligent 
answers after learning that we 
were in earnest. 

How long have you been asing 
drugs, and what kinds? 

"I've been doing dnigs since 
Ihe sixth grade," Bill said. 
"Mostly pills, ups and downs. I 
got them from friends. Ilie 
people I got ihem from were 
mo^ly older than me. People I 
knew from school. I couldn't gel 
mudi in school in the sixth and 
seventh grade. ..not in 
elementary school. Bui high 
school is different. You can get 
anything and everything. You 
don't even have to have ihe 
money if you have good 
frien<te." 

How common do you think 
drug use is In school? >f^ .- 

"Very common," Bob said. 
"Drugs are so easy lo get. 
They're circulated everywhere 
in school. Sometimes there's 
nothing, then all of a sudden a 
stream will start coming 
through— poi (marijuana) or 
pills or acid (LSD) or 
whatever." 

Have you ever used or been 
offrred any heroin? 

"I've been offered smack 
(heroin)." Bill s aid. "Bui I 



wouldn't mess with it. In fact, 
someone offered me some the 



(Kho* day. Yes, it was in school, 
bui he didn'i have it with him. 
I'm not stupid enough to use it." 

What percentage of the 
students at your school use 
drugs of some kind? 

"Ai least 90 per cent," Bill 
claimed. But Bob said, "Maybe 
not that high. But at least in the 
high 80s. Say 85 per cent. 
Everybody does pot. And after 
pot, the most would be acid and 
speed (methamphetamines)." 

Have you ever been sold in- 
ferior drugs or told a drug was 
onr thing when it turned out to 
be something else? 

"We don't get ripped off," 
Bob said. "Mostly they rip Ihe 
eighth graders off for pot. They 
don'l know what they're 
buying." Bill added, "A lot of 
them know what they're doing. 
Bui some go out and turn their 
friends on (gel iheir friends 
high on something) and then 
their friends in turn will want to 
buy some of the same, but they 
don'l know what they're doing. 
Someone will turn them on to 
some lousy stuff. So ihey go out 
and find some good stuff and do 
more of it lo get higher, then 
you find yourself passed out in a 
dilch." 

Do you drink when you're 
doing drugs? 

"Only if it's offered to me free 
or I can't buy dope 
(marijuana)," Bill said. 

Have you ever passed out in 
school from doing drugs or 
know anyone who has? 

"A couple of guys passed oul 
last year," Bob said. "One was 
silting in class and just passed 
out. They look him lo the 
hospital. I've passed oul a lot in 
class I saw one dude standing 
at his locker working the 
combination lock and he just 
keeled over backwands." 

Have you ever done drugs 
during class, or do you know 
anyone who has? 

"Mostly everyone goes out al 
lunchlimeandlokesup (smokes 
marijuana)," Bob said. "When 
it comes lo pills, they do them 
between classes or even in 
class. You see people popping 
pills in class all the time." 

How did >0M start doing 
drugs? 

"I started when a friend 
turned me on," Bill laid. Bob 
added. "I started fre.ikiRg out 
on gas." 

On gas? 

"Sure, gasoline. Huffin' gas," 
Bob explained. "Breathing 
gasinlinp fiimi»s ll rftallv gets 



huffin' thejr mini-bikes. But we 
call it teeny-bopper stuff now. 
Just little kids do that." 

"I started on pills because I 
ran around with older guys who 
could get them," Bill added. "I 
missed out on the huffin'." 

Do you still do that? 

"No, 1 don'l do it anymore," 
Bob said. "It's dangerous. 
Every lime I did it, I saw all 
these little red Indians coming 
al me with hatchets and stuff." 

"Usually a lot of people start 
off hufLin', then go to pills and 
then dope," Bill said. "They 
finally realize that dope is it. It 
doesn't mess you up and it feels 
good." 

"Lighter fluid used to be big, 
too," Bob added. "But we don'l 
do that anymore. Thai's for the 
stupid kids." 

Do you consider yourselves 
drug abusers? 

"No," Bob said. "There are a 
few people abusing drugs. 
There are a few people that are 
stupid. They don't know what 
they're getting into. They're a 
bunch of idiots. It's pretty bad 
when you don'l know anything." 

Do you consider yourselves 
exceptionally wild, or criminals 
in any way, or just average 
kids? 

"We're average kids," Bill 
said. "Everyone's the same at 
our school. I'm not especially 
wild or different." 

Do.you think the kids at your 
school are typical of kids in 
other schools in the city? 

"All the schools are the same, 
except maybe the Catholic 
schools," Bill said. "I had a 
friend, though, who went to 
private school and when he 
started public high school, he 
told me there was lots more 
dope in private school." 

Have either of you ever been 
busted for drugs? 

"No," Ihey both said. "We're 
loo smart."
